PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

The Tientsin correspondent of the Worth China Herald writes 
as follows :— 

Li Hung-chang seems to be specially active in military pre- 
parations at Tientsin. Besides massing troops and erecting 
numerous forts, he is said to be about erecting a line of sr 
graph between the chief forts—we presume those of Sinc. ,, 
Taku, and Peitang. He has also imported from Europe a,, ‘.,4- 
ber of torpedoes, which, with their charges, are now sto...4 at 
the Taku forts. These tremendous preparations at Taku remind 
us of the Taeping complaint at Quinsan, The rebels had strongl 
fortified the approach from Soonkiong, but Gordon meanly took 
them in the rear. Perhaps Li Hung-chang may some day realise 
the same sensation. 

In the Peking Gazette of the 8th April there is an annon~~. 
ment that Wan-seang, the celebrate 
memorialised the Throne, praying the Regents to allow him 
retire from his public duties on account of continued ill-hea"’ 
And further on, in the same (/azette, we find an Imperial ° 
script on the subject of the memorial, commanding that W 
seang, on account of his -continued ill-health, shall be rele:. 
from the duties of his rank as Major-General of the Manx * 
White Banner, and that he will not be required to attend t “!- -, 
transaction of business connected with the Board of Wc §''' 
and the office of the Foreign-trained Legion at Peking ; L 
that he will still be retained in his positions asa Privy Councillor, 
a Minister of State in the Cabinet, and a member of the Tsung- 
li Yamen. In the Gazette of the following day, the 9th of 
April, it is announced that Wan-seang had presented a special 
memorial to the Regents, thanking them for the favour of 
exempting him from certain duties. 

On the 19th April the annual meeting of the_landrenters of 
the British settlement at Tientsin was held at H.B.M.’s Con- 
sulate, Mr. Mongan, Her Majesty’s Consul, as usual on the occa- 
sion, presiding. Mr. Mongan opened proceedings by calling upon 
Mr. E. A. Solomon, the chairman of the Municipal Council, to 
lay his statement before the meeting. Mr. Solomon thereupon 
nddieased the landrenters by tirst referring, in a general way, to 
the labours of the Council during the past year, and afterwards 
to the satisfactory condition of the funds on the closing of the 
year, as the statement of accounts which had been laid before 
the landrenters testified. He concluded by laying before the 
landrenters an estimate of the probable expenditure, which will 
be likely incurred by the new Council for the twelve month: end- 
ing the 3lst March, 1876. The accounts for the previous year 
were then, with complete unanimity, passed by the meeting, 
as also the estimates of the probable expenditure for the fol- 
lowing year. Mr. Solomon after that read letters which had 
been lately addressed to him by members of the community re- 
garding the purchasing of a fire-engine ; the annoyance suffered 
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by certain residents in the settlement by the firing of salutes 
from vessels of war lying in proximity to their dwellings ; and 
the blocking up of the thoroughfare by goods placed on the 
bund, arising from the negligence of the police in not preserving 
an open space. These matters were accordingly all fully dis- 
cussed and arranged. The business of the past year being then 
brought to an end, voting papers were handed to the landrenters 
by Her Majesty’s Consul, that they might proceed to ballot for 
a new Council ; and the subsequent examination of them, after 
being filled up, showed that Messrs. Cordes, Forbes, Moore, 
Hatch, and Meadows were duly elected councillors for the next 
twelve months. Her Majesty's Consul after that brought to.the 
notice of the landrenters three local matters, which imperatively 
demanded rectification. This the new Council promised they 
would promptly carry out. The thanks of the meeting were 
then unanimously given to Mr. Solomon, the chairman of the 
late Council, for the able manner in which he had discharged his 
duties as the representative of the Council while in office. The 
business of the meeting concluded by a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Mongan for presiding over it on the occasion. 

There has teen a meeting of the stewards of the Race Com- 
mittee, for the purpose of drawing up the programme of our ap- 
proaching Spring Races, which will come off on thel3th, 14th, and 
15th day of May. I may state generally that the prospects for 
a satisfactory meeting are very fayourable. The Peking Races 
will come off on the 26th and 27th April, and three of our sport- 
ing men have started for Peking, to ride at the races, where we 
trust they will keep up the fame of the Tientsin Turf. 

General Raasloff, the Danish Envoy, arrived at Tientsin on the 
22nd April, in the 8.8. N. Co.’s steamer Shuntung. Immediately 
after his arrival he called upon the Governor-General ; and sub- 
sequently he and his suite took their departure, on horseback, 
for the capital, hoping to reach Peking in the forenoon of the 
26th April, in time to see the first day’s races, 

Herr von Brandt, the German Envoy, has arrived at Tientsin 
from Peking. He subsequently called on Li Hung-chang, the 
Imperial Commissioner for Foreign Affairs ; and the Commis- 
sioner returned the call at the German Consulate. His Excel- 
Jency will not at present proceed to the South of China, but will 
in a day or two return to Peking. 

On the 20th April, Mr. Robert Hart, Inspector-General of 
Customs, arrived at Tientsin from Peking, and is staying at the 
residence of the Commissioner of Customs. Since his arrival, he | 
has visited Li Hung-chang. It is stated that he will remain for 
some days to transact business with that official. 


SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 2nd 
May; the French mail from London, March 12, was received on 
the 29th April. The following summary of news is from the 
North China Herald :— 


A meeting of shareholders in the Gas Company has been held. 
The accounts showed a net profit of Tls. 23,120. <A dividend 
has been declared at the rate of 11 per cent.

An extraordinary meeting of members of the Shanghai Race 
Club has been held, Mr. C. J. King in the chair. The meeting 
was called in accordance with a resolution passed at the annual 
meeting, to take into consideration the correspondence between 
the Club and the Recreation Fund Trustees. The following re- 
solution, proposed by the Chairman, and seconded by Mr. F. D. 
Hitch, was carried unanimously :— 

That tho secretary of the Shanghai Race Club shall address the 
chairman of the Trustees of the Recreation Fund, to the effect that the 
members of the Shanghai Race Club respectfully decline the proposals 
contained in his letter to Mr. John Dent, of the 18th of August, 1874 ; 
as the club is desirous of reserving its independent action in the pur- 
chase of the privately held shares in the race course, as well as to retain 
the control of the race course and the grand stand enclosures in the 
hands of the appointed officers. 

Dr. Williams has issued a circular to the Protestant mission- 
aries in China, inviting their attention to Rule X. of the Regu- 
lations for the Philadelphia Exhibition, and suggesting that 
they should interest themselves under it. Department X. under 
this rule is for “ objects illustrating efforts for the improvement 
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of the physical, intellectual, and moral condition of man,” and 
ts subdivided again into separate groups, of which one, headed 
“ Religious organisations and systems,” is an appropriate 
place for a missionary collection. Mr. Drew has suggested 
that a collection be e of everything which will 
form a full representatien of the benevolent work done 
in China by Protestant. missionaries since the arrival of 
Robert Morrison at Canton in 1807; and Dr. Williama thinks 
such an exhibition would be full of attraction and instruction 
to the people of. the United States. The collection would of 
course comprise books written or translated by missionaries ; 
statistics of number of missionaries engaged now and from the 
beginning ; number of churches, of cummunieanta, missionary 
schools, hospitals, &c. The proposal is a new one, and no doubba 
collection of seventy years’ work would make aformidable dis- 

play. Dr.Wiliams suggests that the missionaries at the several 

stations should hold meetings, apportion the work of collecting, 

and appoint some one to correspond with a. general committee 

which has been formed at Shanghai. 

A case of considerable local interest has been heard at the 
Supreme Court. The parties were Butterfield and Swire v. 
Little and Co. The plaintiffs claimed a sum of about £60, as 
the difference between the amount of freight paid by them to 
the defendants in July last, for teas shipped on board the s.a 
Pleiades, and what the freight would have amounted to at rates 
paid subsequently by other parties for teas shipped by the same 
steamer ; alleging that it is a custom of universal practice in 
Shanghai to make a return of such difference to the shipper, in 
case cargo is subsequently taken at a rate lower than that first 
fixed. The defendants denied the existence of any such estab- 
lished custom. At the close of the first day’s proceedings, the 
Court intimated that the evidence adduced in support of alleged 
custom did not satisfy it, and the plaintiffs decided: after con- 
sideration, to submit to a nonsuit. 

The Chief Judge has given an important decision in regard 
to the proceedings of lekin runners in the Settlement, on a re- 
hearing of the case Walker v. Malcolm, which was tried before 
the magistrate on the 5th April. Sir Edinound Hornby holds 
that the treaty, while giving free right to the Chinese to deal 
with opium as they choose, on its passage into the interior, does 
not give them a right to levy any tax beyond the import duty 
while it is still in the “port” ; and, while not defining the port, 
implies that it has certainly not left the port while itis in the 
town of Shanghai. We argued to this effect in writing on the 
subject in the .V.-C Herald of the 25th February last, and are 
stad to find our opinion confirmed. The purport ofjthe Chief 
Judge’s decision is of course that the action uf the opium runners 
is ilfegal, aud should be opposed by the Foreign Representa- 
tives. 

We fancy our Tientsin correspondent has arrived at a right 
conclusion, though from somewhat mistaken premises, in 
blaming so severely as he has done the appointment of Sung 
Pao-hwa to the Yunnan Commission. Sung Pao-hwa is not a 
member of the Commission, nor will he take a part in the busi- 
ness of inquiry. He is only going as escort to the delegates 
sent by Mr. Wade. Even for this office, however, we do not. 
hesitate to say that he is an unsuitable person. The escort of a 
man so small in rank is directly calculated to lower the import- 
ance of the mission in the eyes of the Chinese, and our effort 
should be to give it every importance that circumstance can 
invest it with. The a paar should be insisted on of a spe- 
cial commissioner ranking at least as high as a Taoutai, and no- 
minated by the Tsung li-yamen instead of by the Viceroy of 
Chibli. It is all very well to recognise Li Hung-chang as Com- 
missioner of Foreign Affairs in matters of routine, but he should 
be allowed no independent say in such a matter as this. The 
officia]) appointed to escort the foreign delegates should be ap- 
pointed directly by the Government, so that the officials and 
people along the route may know his mission emanates from the 
Court itself. 

The account which has reached us from Burmah, of the attack 
on Colonel Browne’s party removes any possible surmise that it 
had the character of a riot. The elise fair was clearly pre- 
meditated, and comes home more closely than ever to the Go- 
vernor of Momein. As we had learned before, Mr. Margary 
had gone on ahead of his party to try to overcome some opposi- 
tion which was shown. He seems to have been areundel that 
he had done so, and sent back word to Colonel Browne to that 
effect. We learn from the Rangoon Gazette that this messenger 
returned to Mr. Margary after delivering his message, and 
was one of those killed. A groom only seems to have 
escaped ; and it is from him, we presume, that the in- 
formation comes that Mr. Margary was speared while mount- 
ing his horse in response to the Tsaubwah’s invitation to 
visit some hot springs in the neighbourhood. His head was 
carried to Momein and exposed on the walls of that city. In 
the meantime, Colonel Browne’s party, deceived by the decep- 
tion practised on Margary, was advancing into the trap. He 
also rode on ahead, and was politely received ; while the attack- 
ing party were gathering round. It soon became evident, how- 
ever, that treachery was intended, and the timely arrival of his 
escort appears to have been his salvation. They commenced a 
retreat, were at once attacked, and a. brisk fight ensued, during 
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which a leader of the assailants, we- © 
lt edie ye eee avon Reuter’s telegram that the 
Governm ve x stilt ., ing further information in regard to 
the case.

That they may elect to wait fora de- 
tailed report before taking into their own hands measures to 
ish offenders we can understand. But they must know 
enough to be able to tell Parliament what investigatory steps 
are to be taken; or are they awaiting the result of Colonel 
Browne’s conference with Mr. Wade? The delay in the arrival’ 
of the Gwalior is doubly unfortunate, as he and Mr. Allen are 
on board. 

The steamer Ocean has been arrested at the suit of the owners 
of the Fusing, for the sum of Tis. 200,000, at which the latter 
have laid a claim for damages sustained by the collision. We 
hear that there has been a good deal of difficulty as to the form 
in which this claim should be raised. The Chinese claimed that 
it should be tried before the Consul and Taoutai under Art. 
XVII. of the Treaty of Tientsin. But the difficulty then arose 
that the Consular, or Mixed, Court so constituted is said to have 
no power of arresting the steamer. The CU.M.S.N. Company 
appear to have ultimately resolved on trying the case before the 
Supreme Court. The Chinese take immense interest in the case, 
from the fact that a number of mandarins were drowned by the 
aocident, and are said to be seriously inclined to treat the acci- 
dent as a set-off against the murder of Mr. Margary in Yunnan ! 
averring that uaveeee may be as reasonably claimed for the 
(accidental) death of so many mandarins, as for the (wilful) 
murder of a British official. 

We regret to hear of another death by drowning in the Hwang- 

. Thesteamer Yung Ning had arrived from Hankow, and was 
bane berthed alongside the C.M.S.N. Compauy’s wharf, when 
Mr. W. H. Stanley, the chief officer, who was on the pontoon 
superintending the mooring of the vessel, walked over the end 
in the darkness, and before any assistance could be rendered him 
was sucked under by the strong ebb tide running, and drowned. 
Mr. Stanley was an old resident in Shanghai, and was much re- 
spected, both by his shipmates and employers. This death would 
have been prevented had there been any protection round the 
pontoons, and we trust that measures will be at once taken to 
erect 8. 

The body of a Chinaman has been found lying on the Poo- 
tung shore. The body had been some time in the water, and 
was much cut about the head. It is supposed to be that of 
the sampan man missing from a boat found by the police on 
the river, unoccupied, a short time ago. ‘The body, which was 
almost past identification, has been handed over to the Lifeboat 
Association. A Chinaman has committed suicide by cutting 
bis throat with a chopper, in the suburbs of the French Con- 
ceasion. 

A. ial meeting of land renters was held at Chinkiang on 
the 24th April, to discuss the question of repairing the Bund. 
A professional survey had been had, and it appeared that the 
river was eating in seriously into the bank. Mr. Kingsmill ad- 
vised sinking vessels loaded with stone for a distance of 800 feet 
along the foreshore, as a foundation for the necessary works. 
The Chinese authorities wish the Foreign Community to share 
the expense of the works. The latter decline. Temporary re- 
pairs to the Concession Bund will be made at the discretion of 
the Council. 

The Shanghai Taoutai has issued a Circular to the native 
merchants here, very much in the sense of the Customs’ Taoutai’s 
late effort at Tientsin ; and we are told that it has been simi- 
larly met—by a threat to close business unless it is withdrawn ; 
but for this we cannot vouch. 

The Viceroy of Nanking is expected here, to inspect the Ar- 
senal, A number of soldiers, intended, we believe, as his guard 
have been encamped on the bank of the Soochow creek, and 
have made themselves a nuisance by crowding into the gardens 
of foreign bungalows there. 

Admiral Ryder has reviewed a large body of seamen and 
marines from the British men-of-war in harbour on the Race 
Course. It is understood that Admiral Ryder intends going up 
to Hankow shortly with the Vigilant and Modeste. We Rope 
that he will go on to Ichang. It will do the Chinese good to see 
the British flag some distance up the Yangtsze. 

M. Godeaux, Consul-General for France, has.left for Europe 
on furlough. He is replaced temporarily by M. Lemaire until 
the arrival of Count de Chappedelaine. 

A torch-light procession of the Fire Brigade has been held, and 
came off successfully. 


ATTACK UPON FOREIGNERS NEAR QUINSAN. 

A serious attack has been made on some foreign sportsmen in 
the neighbourhood of Quinsan. The Herald gives the subjoined 
particulars of the affair :— 

Mr. W. Cooper and Mr. F. M. Hague had gone up on a shooting ex- 
cursion, and in shooting at a snipe Mr. Cooper unfortunately wounded 
aChinaman. The latter was hidden among some barley, weeding or 
doing something of the kind, and must have risen as the shots passed 
him. He was, however, very slightly hurt, only a few pellets having 
struck hie face and shoulder, which they barely entered skin deep. 
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Mr. Cooper took him back to the boat, dressed the hurt, gave him some 
money, and sent him away conteuted. Shortly afterwards, however, 
he was carried back by a crowd, who demanded 350, and would listen 
to no other proposal. Mr. Cooper offered to go with them to the 
magistrate at Quinsan, or Shanghai, but they would listen to nothing 
but $50. He had not sufficient money, Lut to pacify them promised 
to obtain it, if a foreign boat came by ; they cut the sail rope and 
eventually went away, but a large boat containing some twenty 
men armed with cutlasses and matchlocks remained alongside, 
and stayed the night to prevent the foreigners moving. This 
boat went away at 5 a.m. and shortly afterwards the Tepao came 
down and renewed the request for S5u, Not having it the foreigners 
could not give it, and pushed offinte mid channel out of the way 
of the people who were beginning tu assemble. The Tepao shouted 
that he could not get the money, and the crowd ordered the lowdah to 
putin shore. He instead tried to scullaw:y —the damaze done to the 
ropes prevented sailing--when the people get into little boats, boarded 
the house Loat, took forcible pos-cssiom, and brought herashore. They 
knocked the lowdah overboard and stroek him severely while he was 
in the water. They tricd to drag Mr. Cooper out of the eabin, having 
run ropes with nooses at the end over the house, with the object of 
strangling bim if they could get one over his head, Planting his foot 
against the steps, however, he was able to rest-t their efforts fora time, 
Mr. Hague in the meantime guodiny the back entrance. 

How all this wonld have ended cian be ensily surmised. Two men 
could not long resist such a crowd. But thore was fortunately another 
houschoat about two miles off, and Mr. Cooper had sent off two coolies 
to alarm the occupants at the beginning of the row. The latter had, 
however, heard the yelling, and joining two forcigners from another 
boat which passed during the rivt, the four set out with several of 
their coolies (fortunately dressed in European sailors’ dress, which im- 
posed on the crowd), all armed with guns, to the rescue. Directly on 
their approach the crowd dispersed. Two of the latter, however, were 
arrested ; and hereupon a general alarm was sounded with gongs 
throughout the neighbourhood ; and another threatening advance was 
made. Two other foreign boats, however, hat come up in the mean- 
time, and the foreigners were now strong cnorgh to land whereon the Chi- 
neseappear to have thought disere*ion the better part of valour, and held 
back. The prisoners were shipped ; and the whole party went on 
board, leaving tne houseboat which had been the first object of attack 
in awrecked condition, on the spot. The denovement upset the caleu- 
lations of the Chinese terribly. Jnstcwd of murdering a foreigner, they 
had lost two of their own nuiaber, who were likely to be punished 
severely, and instead of 850 they ial a boat which they had them- 
selves smashed left on their hinds as evidence of their guilt. The 
Tepao sent messengers along the banks for two miles, asking to ex- 
change the boat for the prisoners 3; ut the offer was declined. Two 
of the boats, which were bomnl for Shanghai, returned by way of 
Tsingpoo, and the others pursued th ir exeursion to the Si-ta lake. 
The former has arrived in Shanehei, end the prisoners were handed 
over. The matter has been placed in the hands of Lf.B.M. Consul. 


HONG KONG, 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 8th May ; 
the French mail from London March 26 was received on the 
6th May. The following items of intelligence are from the 
China Mail :— 


At the Police Magistrates’ Court on the 4th May, Mr. A. F. 
Chambers, clerk at Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Uo.’s, who had 
been arrested on a warrant issued on the information of the 
Hon. James Whittall, was charged with embezzlement. The 
charges were as follow :—(1) With unlawfully obtaining the sum 
of $43,000 or thereabouts, the moncy of complainant (the Hon. 
J. Whittall), during July 1873, and at different times thereafter ; 
and (2) with feloniously embezzling at various times during 
1873, 1874, and 1875, the sum of $17,850 the property of 
Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co., managers of the Canton In- 
surauce Company. After the evidence had been taken, the de- 
fendant was committed for trial at the Supreme Court on both 
charges. Bail was refused. 

The returns of births and deaths for the first quarter of 1875, 
forwarded by the Acting Registrar-General, are published in the 
Gazette. He says :—“ During that period a total of 411 births 
and 694 deaths has been reyistered in Victoria and the four 
districts of Shau-ki, Wan, Stanley, Aberdeen, and Kowloon. 
Of this number, 35 births, being those of 20 boys and 15 girls, 
occurred amongst persons other than Chinese. The deaths in 
this class number 39, of whom 15 were non-residents. The 
death rate for the quarter amongst the British and foreign com- 
munity is 24°29, and amongst the Chinese 22°67 annually for 
every thousand persons living. For the whole population of the 
colony the rate is 22°85 for every thousand persons. If the 
deaths of the non-residents be deducted, the death rate of the 
resident British and foreign community is only 20°91 for every 
thousand annually.” 

A large number of our readers will observe with sincere regret 
the news by telegraph of the death of Mr. George B. Falconer, 
The fact that he has been taken away within three weeks of his 
wedding-day will increase the regret on the part of his more per- 
sonal friends. But Mr. Falconer, by his long residence here and 
his intimate identification with the commercial and other in- 
terests of the Colony, had come to be regarded as one of the most 
enthusiastic and staunchest members of the community. His 
sudden death will sever manv a link in the older associations of 
Hong Kong, though he has been cut off at his prime, and his 
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absence will leave a blank amongst the fast-thinning ranks of 
our older residents. 

A very pleasant theatrical performance has been given on 
board H.M.S. Princess Charlotte, the pieces chosen being Mrs. 
Green’s Snug Little Business and the long established favourite 
Box and Cox. The stage was most tastefully got up, and every- 
thing went off most satisfactorily. Mrs. Green was scarcely au- 
dible enough, but looked and actedher part toperfection. Rapps, 
the policeman, was admirable, and Joe, Mrs. Green’s “ boy,” 
was as mischievous a young scamp as could be desired. The 
other parts were very fairly taken. Box and Cox was, however, 
a far more complete success, Mrs. Bouncer, the Printer and Hat- 
ter being as perfect actors as are often seen on amateur boards. 
Altogether the troup may be congratulated on their success, and 
we regret that space does not permit us a longer notice. The band 
of the Audacious performed in capital style during the evening. 

On the 15th May any wealthy resident, desirous of benefiting 
a public institution, of vindicating a local appreciation of art, 
and of perpetuating his name in “imperishable marble ” in our 
local collection, will have a chance afforded him. A costly life- 
size statue of Venus in white marble will be sold at the auction 
of Messrs. Heard and Co.’s furniture on the day named. The 
City Hall has no funds wherewith to secure it for the building, 
but it is to be hoped that some one of sufficient generosity wi 
be found to present it to the institution. 

A Chinese soldier has been paraded through the streets of 
Canton with a cangue on his neck. He was ascertained to have 
been a member of the Viceroy’s body guard. The culprit was 
found to have been tyrannising over peaceable hawkers and 
using violence to them, thinking no doubt that his position as 
the guard of the highest mandarin in the Province would secure 
him from consequences. But he was mistaken, for when H.E. 
heard of his peccadilloes, he ordered him to be taken before the 
Namhoi magistrate at once, who ordered him to be flogged 150 
blows, and to be paraded through the streets with a cangue, asa 
warning to the other soldiers. 

Mr. F. W. Mitchell left per Brisbane on the 24th April, and 
Mr. A. Lister commences his duties as Postmaster-General. The 
colony has lost a very efficient public servant in Mr. Mitchell, 
but Mr. Lister will, it may be hoped, prove a capable successor. 
Experience of course goes for something, and in this Mr. Lister 
will necessarily improve day by day. Meantime his past career 
justifies every hope that his appointment will prove a benefit to 
the colony. 

A very interesting case, Chun Chew v. Emil Vogel, has been 
brought before the Courts. Plaintiff sues for damages for false 
imprisonment at Canton. It is probable that further proceed- 
ings will arise in connection with the action. 

Mr. H. Nicaise (manager at this port of the Borneo Company, 
Limited,) has joined the Board of the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation. 

The sale of Messrs. Augustine Heard and Co.’s furniture is 
announced for Saturday, the 8th May. 

The subjoined items of intelligence are from the Overland 
Trade Report :— 

A meeting of the shareholders of the Victoria Fire Insurance 
Company of Hong Kong (Limited), called by circular, was held 

esterday to provide for the future management of the company. 

t lasted only a few minutes, and, on the motion of the chair- 
man, was adjourned sine die, it being agreed that the directors 
should continue to work the office until the extraordinary meet- 
ing, called for the 24th inst., for the purpose of winding up the 
company. 

The steamer Killarney (Captain H. O’Neill) has made a re- 
markably quick voyage to Singapore, Saigon and back. She 
was chartered by Mr. Hop Kee, and left Hong Kong on the 5th 
April, at 3 p.m., for Singapore, with 560 passengers and 1,500 
tons cargo on board, and arrived at that port at 7 am. on the 
11th, achieving the passage in five daysthirteen hours. She left 
Singapore on the 13th at 3 p.M., arrived at Saigon at 8 a.M. on 
the 16th, left that port at noon on the 19th, with 32,000 piculs of 
rice and 50 passengers on board, and anchored in Hong Kong at 
ll r.m. of the 23rd, making the voyage in 18 days 9 hours. 
She had light winds down to Singapore, and fresh northerly 
winds from Saigon to this port. 

An inspection of the troops in garrison at Foochow was ap- 
pointed to take place on or about the 25th April, but did not 
come oft—owing to the oflicial mourning consequent on the death 
of the late Emperor’s widow. A further period of twenty-seven 
days’ mourning is now ordained. 

The s.s. Havloong having been chartered by the Chinese Govern- 
ment to convey 1,500 troops from Foochow to Taiwanfoo, sailed 
on the 28th April with the last batch—in completion of her 
charter.

SINGAPORE.

The following summary of news 
is from the Straits Times :—

presence here of Mr. J. M. B. Vermont to invite him temporarily 
to accept the vacant seat for Penang in the Council, and give 
them the benefit of his experience in regard to coolies and the 
probable working of the law. 

At the meeting of Council on the 6th May, the report of the Se- 
lect Committee of officials‘and merchants recently appointed to in- 
quire into the working of the civil Establishments was presented, 
but its consideration was deferred till the ensuing session. It 
appears that the duty assigned to the Committee was merely to 
examine into the capacity and claims for advancement of the 
Government clerks, who have petitioned for increase of salaries. 
It was generally supposed their inquiries would extend to the 
heads of departments as well, so far as the alleged increased cost 
of living is concerned, and that the nature of the work and the 
system of conducting business would be keenly scrutinised, and 
suggestions offered whereby it might be simplified. The Report 
does not enter into these questions atall, but merely recommends 
some few changes in the clerical department, of no public in- 
terest or importance. As a great deal more was expected from 
the Committee, the report has been productive of no little disap- 
pointment. The Council have given effect to the representations 
of the unofficial Justices, and voted the employment of a second 
Police Magistrate, whereby the Bench of Justices will be re- 
lieved from further police-court duty, which was a serious draft 
upon their time, and often occasioned much inconvenience. 

Sir William Jervois, the new Governor of this colony, arrived 
by the French mail steamer on the 8th May, and was sworn in 
by the Chief Justice at the Town Hall on the 10th. The cere- 
mony, at which the community were fully represented, was pre- 
sided over by Sir Andrew Clarke until Sir William Jervois’ 
commission had been read, when he vacated the chair in favour 
of his successor. After the oaths had been administered, the 
new and the retiring Governors were lustily cheered, and Sir 
William Jervois, thanking the public for the warm reception 
given him, promised to use his best endeavours worthily to fol- 
low in the footsteps of his predecessor in office,—an assurance 
that was received with much satisfaction. His Excellency in a 
Government Gazette Extraordinary published ‘the same day issued 
a notification desiring that all the honours due to Governors of 
colenies continue to be paid to Sir Andrew Clarke during his 
stay in the colony, in all respects as if he still continued to be 
Governor. ; 

The Hon. C. B. Plunket has been appointed Acting Lieute- 
nant-Governor of Malacca, and has proceeded to that Settle- 
ment in the Pluto. Captain Dunlop is appointed Inspector- 
General of Police. Captain B. Douglas, R.N.R., is appointed 
Second Police Magistrate, though still sitting in the first police 
court in place of Captain Walshe, absent on leave. The Rev. J. 
Aberigh Mackay is appointed Acting Chaplain of Penang, and 
Mr. Edward Sinclair to be a Justice of the Peace and Magis- 
trate of Police and Coroner for Province Wellesley. Mr. C. 
Baumgarten, for more than eighteen years Registrar of the 
Sugreme Court, has resigned, and gone into private practice. 
Mr. C. E. Velge, late Deputy Registrar, is appointed Registrar, 
and Mr. J. C. Mitchell, Senior Sworn Clerk, has been appointed 
Deputy Registrar. : 

The grievances of the Malacca resident tenants of Government 
land and the Malay woodcutters, who petitioned Sir Andrew 
Clarke against indiscriminate taxation and unfair valuation by 
the Land Revenue Collectors, have been adjusted, by abolishing 
the system of tenths on land to which the tenants can prove a 
prescriptive right, and permitting them to obtain renewable 
twenty years’ leases on payment of a merely nominal fee ; and 
allowing the woodcutters to cut wood for their houses, fences, 
and fuel free of charge, on condition of their reserving valuable 
timber and fruit trees. The Dinding territory ceded at Pulo 
Pangkor by the Sultan of Perak in January last has, by pro- 
clamation of Sir Andrew Clarke, been annexed to Province 
Wellesley. 

Sir William Jervois, as if to lose no time in following in the 
footsteps of Sir Andrew Clarke with respect to his dealings 
with the Native States, has despatched Mr. Swettenham to visit 
the Bandahara of Pahang, and invite him to Singapore to attend 
a conference at which the boundaries of the Native States may 
be definitely settled. This is a question of great importance, 
the early adjustment of which may prevent serious misunder- 
standings, and will remove a fruitful source of disagreement 
between some of the native rulers. 

The great prison mutiny murder trial, has been concluded. 
There were forty-two prisoners in all, arraigned upon two 
indictments for the murder of Henry Digby Dent, Superin- 
tendent of Prisons, on the 13th February last, during the 
mutiny in the criminal prison. At the outset eleven of the 

prisoners pleaded guilty, each in turn declaring he had wilfully 
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‘done the deed. The other thirty-one were put upon their trial 
before a specie! jury, who found seven of them guilty on the 
-capital cha: ¥e, eleven guilty on the lesser counts of the indict- 
ment. «0d acquitted thirteen. The eleven who pleaded guilty 
avd the seven found guilty by bape hkl were sentenced to death, 
the other prisoners were remanded until the 17th May, when 
sentence will be passed upon them.

TIENTSIN.— Latest advices rt a fair general business at somewhat 
unprofitable rates, but T-Cloths and English Sheetings are said to leave 
@margin on Shanghai prices, 

Hanxow.—The market for Grey Cottons had been active, but the 
demand for Fancy Cottons and Woollens was slight. 

CuHINKIANG.—Mesars. Spencer and Wolff write on the 28th April :— 
We have again to report a most unsatisfactory week ; business in 
Cotton Goods has been almost entirely suspended, and, although we 
have advices from Shanghai of an improved tone existing there, our 
market remains dull and inanimate. 

SHancHal.—Cottons : There had been a fair amount of business in 
Plain Cottons during the fortnight, and where any change had taken 
place in price it had been in advance of last quotations. 7 lbs. and 
8} lbs. Grey Shirtings had been sold to a moderate extent at firmer 
rates, one parcel of 1,000 pieces of the best goods of the latter weight 
bringing Tls. 2; Heavy Shirtings were freely enquired for at an ad- 
vance of about 5 candareens. White Shirtings : The stock of good 72 
reed being small, an advance of 5 cands. had occurred in this quality. 
In common chops there had been little change, with a small business. 
English Drills : There had been an active demand for these goods at 
about previous rates, the market closing strong. English Jeans: Small 
business. English Sheetings : Stock nearly exhausted, readily saleable. 
Dutch Drills: Limited business at former prices. T-Cloths : Ordinary 
6 lbs. T-Cloths would be easy of sale if in stock; ordinary 7 lbs. had 
improved, with good enquiry ; some purchases for arrival were 
reported at 3 to 4 cands. below current rates. 6 lbs. Mexicans were 
not much sought after, but ordinary 7 Ibs. Mexicans were in request 
at rather firmer rates. 8 to 8} lbs. goods wére also quoted at an 
advance. In Fancy Cottons there was little alteration. Woollens and 
Worsteds.—Rather more enquiry reported. The market for Long 
Ells, though quiet, had shown a fair business. English Camlets were 
1 to 2 mace higher. A large business had been done in Figured 
Orleans, without establishing any change in rates. 

Hone Kona.—The arrivals during the interval, besides mail steamers, 
had been the s.8. Russia, Deucalion, and Glenearn, bringing full sup- 
plies of manufactured goods for this market and the north. There 
had been very little change in the market. Most of the dealers had 
returned from the country, but they showed no anxiety to resume 
business, and complained of the difficulty they experienced in moving 
their late purchases. What little inquiry existed was still confined to 
the low mukes of both Shirtings sat T-Cloths, stocks of which were 
in moderate compass, and importers were in consequence firm in 
demands. 

CanToN.—Lead of ordinary brand had been sold at $8.85 for cargo 
on the t, and $8.20 for arrival. W.B. was quoted $8.40 to 8.45 per 

iculL—Quicksilver was declining in value, and there were no buyers at 
bs 30 per picul. 

Batavia.—The market had continued very quiet, and there were no 
signs of a revival of activity. 

SincaporE.—The market had remained extremely inactive during 
the fortnight—a general dullness had prevailed, greater than had been 
experienced for some months past ; prices of Cotton manufactures were 
lower, and had a declining tendency ; holders were less firm in conse- 
quence of the limited demand, and influenced by drooping values in 
Manchester. 

Prenanc.—The business of the fortnight had been small and prices 
showed little, if any, alteration. In Grey Goods 6 lbs. and 7 Ibs. 
T-Cloths were the only staples which had been in any demand. White 
goods were very dull and businees had been trifling at unchanged rates. 
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. TEA. 
Haxxow.—Advices from the nearest districts speak of picking Deine 
general, under favourable circumstances, the weather being fine an 
everything that could be desired. In moves Lan Toong, Yeong Lan 
See and Sung Yang purchases of new leaf had been made at a reduc- 
tion of about 10 per cent. on last year’s prices. Quality of the new Tea 
from all these districts was spoken of as being very good. Musters 
were expected to be received from the country about the 11th or 12th 
May—two or three days earlier than had hitherto been expected. 

SHancHaL—Black : The market was closed for the season. Green: 
The only traneaction during the fortnight had been the settlement of 
305 half-chests common Moyune at Tis. 18. The stock consisted of 
242 half-chests country tea, 1,268 half-chests Pingsuey, and 454 half- 
chests local packed. 

Foocsow.—Mesasrs. Olyphant and Co.’s Circular says :—Picking of 
the new crop Tea-leaf has been going on actively for the greater part 
of the past fortnight, and from some of the nearer districts we hear of 
the opening of the markets. The prices paid for first pickings of 
Congou leaf average, according to the native reports, about two taels 
above last year’s cost; in the case of Scented Tea leaf rates show 
similar advance}; but Oolong leaf is said to have been bought at a 
reduction of som: two taels. Up to the time of the despatch of 
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these reports from the country the weather was reported as 
favourable, but in the Pakling district, in the immediate neighbours 
hood of Foochow, there has been rain for several days past. 
The market there has not been opened, though a small amount of leaf 
has already come into the city for preparation as “ contract” chops. In 
our next advices we shall doubtless report the opening of the markets 
in those districts from which no news has yet been received. The 
quality of the leaf has been spoken of by natives as good, but the 
weather which may have prevailed since country advices were written 
will have had much influence on the outturn. We hope to hear later

CaNnTON.—Messrs. Deacon and Co.’s Report says : In continuing our 
Tea advices from the 22nd April, we have now to announce the opening 
of the new season for Scented Teas, and the prices for the few pur- 
chases made on market are, if correctly reported, much above what 
would appear to be warranted by the intrinsic merit of the Teas, keep- 
ing in view the present currency in London for such descriptions. 
far as an opinion can be formed from the various musters shown on 
market, the present crop of Scented Teas is decidedly inferior. The 
Orange Pekoes are in every respect deficient in merit, and there is an 
undoubted scarcity of fine. Capers are nearly all more or less mixed 
with old leaf, wanting in scent, and in appearance and style very 
defective. The weather for the past ten days has been very un- 
favourable for the scenting flower, and subsequent musters may 
in course show an improvement in the scenting. Congous: A 
few small settlements have been made, chiefly in fair to me- 
dium class, at about Tls. 20 per picul, being a slight decline. 
From Macao shipments continue to go forward to some extent, and 
prices are much the same as last mail. Scented Teas : Orange Pekoes 
have been purchased at Tls. 25 to 30 per picul for medium to fine long 
leaf, and up to Tls.18 for “new make” sorts with rather broken 
stalky leaf. For Capers extravagantly high prices are said to have 
been paid, say Tle. 25 for medium quality, nearly half old leaf, with 
scarcely any scent, but such a basis of value cannot be maintained. 
The bulk of the settlements given below is composed of Contract Teas, 
so with such a small business the range of prices can scarcely yet be 
said to be established. The following is a summary of the fortnight’s 
business : Congou, 2,500 boxes, at Tls.20 to 27 per picul; Scented 
Orange Pekoe, 5,300 boxes, at Tls.16 to 30; Scented Caper, 4,500 
boxes, at Tls. 23 to 26; Young Hyson, 500 packages, at Tls. 11 to 12; 
Pouchong, 200 half-chests, at Tis. 13. 

Amoy.—The native teamen had eee country to make purchases, 
and it was stated that the prices paid been from $6 to $8 per picul 
under last year’s rates for fine Oolongs, and $2 to $24 per picul for Con- 
gou. The crop it was stated on native authority would be a good one, 
as the weather had been favourable for the growth of the leaf, and 
also for the picking and firing operations. There would probably bea 
very small crop of Ooloong, but a larger one of Congous than last 
season. 

Swatow.—Reports from the interior about the new crop were favour- 
able, and in about a fortnight the first musters of Green Tea would be 
brought down.

ENCOUNTER WITH PIRATES.

DISTURBANCES AT CHINKIANG. 

SHANGHAI, JUNE 18.—Some native soldiers at Chinkiang having in- 
sulted the American Consul and his wife, two of them were arrested, 
and temporarily confined in the British Consulate, which was shortly 
surrounded by Chinese soldiers and a mob, endeavouring to force the 
release of the prisoners. The foreign residents at once proceeded to 
the Consulate to assist in repelling the assault. The Chinese authori- 
ties, however, ultimately succeeded in quieting the mob. The British 
and American Consuls have left Shanghai for Chinkiang. The British 
corvette Thalia and the American war veasel Paloe follow. 

Rancoon, Junk 19.—The negotiationa at Mandalay between Sir 
Douglas Forsyth and the King of Burmah are proceeding quietly. 
Nothing is yet known of the result.

The Imperial Russian Geographical Society has had tidings of 
M. Miklucho Maklay, in the shape of a letter from that traveller 
dated Singapore, April 13. He states that his researches after 
a race of Papuan extraction in the Malay Peninsula lasted for 
two months, and at the outset, the rainy season being barely at 
anend, he was obliged to wade through inundated plains and 
foresta, while he also suffered great discomfort from attacks of 
insects and reptiles. In the Semang type, a primitive and nomad 
race who are gradually disappearing before Malay and CHinese 
civilisation, M. Maklay considers he has clearly proved the ex- 
istence of a non-Malayanelement. He now proposes, after being 
absent from Russia for some years, to return thither for the 
purpose of publishing the results of his travels in New Guinea 
and other parts of the East Indies. 


Rabal and Alilitary. 


The work of completing the great ironclad ship Alexandra, in the 
basin at Chatham Dockyard, is making good progress. The armour- 
plates are being attached as rapidly as possible, the great sheers erected 
on the side of the basin being used for the purpose of lifting them into 
position. As soon as possible the vessel will be put into dock for her 
fitments to be completed. One of the large docks at the dockyard ex- 
tension is being specially pstetes for her use, and a tramway has been 
placed round it, on which will run two powerful cranes, to lift heavy 
weights to be placed in the ship. 

e Channel Squadron, now in the Mediterranean, after an unnaally 
protracted absence will return to England in the middle of July. The 
Agincourt and Northumberland, the two largest ironclads, will be paid 
off into reserve, their boijers, especially the Agincourt’s, being quite un- 
sound, and needing entirely new ones. The Monitor will then become 
Admiral Seymour's flagship, and the Black Prince that of Admiral Sir 
John Hay, and they will then, with the Monarch, Resistance, and 
Triumph go on a cruise round the coasts of Great Britain, calling at 
the chief ports. 

To provide the troopships of the Navy with such boat accommoda- 
tion as will approach that required by the Merchant Shipping Acts 
Amendment Bill, it has been decided to introduce on board the 
Orontes for trial a launching lifeboat bridge and an additional lifeboat 
40 feet in Jength. 

Lieut. James F. Bedford (1874) is appointed to the Audacious, on the 
China station, for surveying duties.

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THE WOOSUNG BAR. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


Srr,—I read in the London and China Telegraph of June 14, in your 
article on “ Mr. Hart on the Woosung Bar and the Future of Shang- 
hai,” the following :—“ His remarks on ‘The Mouth of the Yangtsze’ 
are the corner-stone of the superstructure which he afterwards builds 
up, and of them it will be sufficient to say, in brief, that they are 
mainly based upon an astounding blunder. How a man in Mr. Hart's 
position, and with all the means and appliances at his disposal, could 
have been betrayed into stating that the channel to the north and east 
of Tsung-ming Island, in the estuary of the Yangtsze, has of late been 
used occasionally, and is spoken of with growing approval, probably 
only Mr. Hart himself can explain, for, as a pure matter of fact, the 
channel is not navigable at all, except by small native craft! Surely 
the crass ignorance displayed on go vital a matter is of itself a good 
argument for the removal of the Inspectorate General of Customs from 
the cobwebs and intellectual fogs of Peking tv the clearer and more 
practical atmosphere of Shanghai. It is, perhaps, needless to say that 
Mr. Hart blunders over a channel which dves exist to the south of 
Tsung-ming Island, and which, in certain conditions of the tide, is 
sometimes used by steamers runuing between Shanghai and the 
northern ports. Having blocked up its present mouth to his own 
satisfaction, Mr. Hart proceeds tv give us his views in regard to the 
Shanghai river, and they are of such a nature that if they were sound 
they would tend to depreciate very materially the value of property in 
Shanghai. Happily his views are not sound, and their fallacy is ably 
exposed in the counter-memorandum to which we have referred,” &c. 

Now, what will the writer of the above article think when he is told 
that there is a channel to the north and cast of Tsung-ming Island in 
the estuary of the Yangtsze, which has been of late used occasionally by 
foreign owned steamers. Whether spoken of with growing approval or 
not I am not in a positionto say. You are wrong in saying the channel 
is not navigable at all except by small native crift. J have three times 
navigated (as passtnger) the channel to the north and east of Tsung- 
ming Island, and had in this channel about seven fathoms of water 
throughout, if my memory serves me aright. The channel was sur- 
veyed by the Harbour-master’s Dcpartinent, and by Captain Steele, of 
the Manchu, in Messrs. Russell and Co.’s employ (between Shanghai 
and the north ports). The Customs steamer was placed at the disposal 
of the surveyor. A chart was made of the channel, and I was presented 
with a copy of this ohart by the surveyors. True, the whole river to the 
north and east of Tsung-ming was not surveyed, and as itis not buoyed 
one might get ashore on a shoal patch, as we did, but we got off with 
little or no difficulty on the rise of the tide. 

The channel at the end of Bush Island I belicve has been filled up for 
many © day; junks or small native vessels used to use this channel at the 
end of Bush Island many years ago, but when passing up or down of 
late I have not seen native vessels using it. Thenorth bank is rapidly 
extending, and at no distant day there will be one continuous island 
from the head (north-west) of Tsunz-ming and down to the entrance 
to the river. 

Let us look at the changes we may expect to see at Hankow if the river 
is open up to Ichang, or above it ; will not the cargo come direct by the 
river steamer? Look, again, at Tientsin; once it has gut its coal and 
iron at work, it will increase rapidly in every way that tends to make 
a city and port great and powerful. The now closed portsduring three 
months in winter may be made an oper port all the year round, except 
may be during a shcrt space of time in ectru severe winters, which only 
numbers three out of the last fifteen years. 

Foreigners need not blink these things—to those who reside in the 
country and watch affairs there they are plain. Changes are coming 
fast in many ways. It will be, ere long, China for the Chinese, and Li 
Hung Chang—notwithstanding his faults—seeins to be the right manin

THE NEW SEASON’S TEA. 

From advices relative to the new season’s Congou we gather 
that the shipments to date reach over 40,000,000Ib., and for the 
first month of the season will without doubt go over 50,000,0001bs. 
This enormous export, at prices equal to a range never exceeded 
(if telegraphic reports are true, that prices paid are the same as last 
year, which were the highest ever reached), is proof, by the will- 
ingness of the Chinese to sell, of the splendid profits they have 
realised, precluding all chance of profit to the buyers, for it is 
quite evident the day has passed for the high prices here of the 
past few seasons, due warning of which we gave in our issue of 
22nd March. The heavy shipments reported indicate an in- 
crease in first crop leaf from Hankow of at least 5,000,0U0lbs., 
as it is well known that tne Chinese are largely extending the 
aren of cultivation near Kiu-kiang, that is, where the Ningchow 
Congou is produced, which has given such large returns to the 

roducers, since Hankow wasopened to forcien tradeand enterprise, 
Lo save importers of the just 40,000,000lb. (new season’s new 
make Congous are losing 8 to 12 per cent.) of country Congous, 
season 1875-76, from disastrous losses, there should be a total 
cessation of shipments, for it is simply impossible for those con- 
nected either with the selling or buying on this side to carry on 
the business with judgment or satisfaction to the owners of pro- 
perty, depreciated by the recklessness in which it has been 
eagerly competed for at the ports of shipment, and it is to be 
regretted that a magnificent trade, representing an annual 
value of over £12,000,000 sterling, should be carried on with 
such unsatisfactory results. ‘The first steamer, either the 
Glenartney or Bengal, may be expected about 7th July.

OCEAN POSTAL CONTRACTS. 

(June 15.) Mr. Jonn Hots asked the Postmaster General what ocean 
postal contracts are terminable in 1876, and if the requisite notice bas 
been given for their conclusion ; and, if 80, whether, having regard to 
the fact that shipowners competent to enter upon such contracts must 
have time given to them for preparation, it is the intention of Her 
Majesty Government to call for tenders for the fulfilment of these ser- 
vices.—And, whether, seeing that steamers depart almost daily for the 
United States of America Her Majesty's Government are prepared to 
avail themselves, so far as practicable, of any eligible vessel, and give 
no further subsidies for the conveyance of mails to that country. 

Lord J. Manners stuted that three ocean postal contracts expired 
next year, and that the requisite notice had been given for their termi- 
nation. The contracts for the carrying of mails between this country 
and the United States had still a considerable time to run. Before 
they expired the Government would consider whether any better ar- 
rangement than the existing one could be made; but at present it 
would be unwise to discuss the matter. 


COOLIE LABOUR. 

(15th.) Sir CHarRLEs DILKE asked the Under Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs whether Her Majesty's Government have received the 
recommendations made by the French Labour Laws Commissioners 
for securing more efficient protection to Indian coolies who are taken

THE AUSTRIAN MINISTER IN BANGKOK. 

The Augsburg Gazette has received the following account of the re- 
ception at Bangkok of Herr Von Sehaeffer :—Herr Von Schaeffer pre- 
sented his credentials to the Firat King on the 12th March last. The 
presentation took place with much display at Bangkok, in the new 
apartments of the First King’s Palace, which had been decorated by 
Chinese and Siamese hands, after European models. The First King 
gave in honour of the Austrian Envoy a dinner in the Palace, to 
which all the Royal Princes and the Ministers were invited. The walls 
of the dinner-ha!l were decorated with beautiful paintings, and with 
the arms of the Treaty Powers. In the middle, overithe entrance, the 
Austrian coat of arms was set up, with the German and French arms 
on each side of it. During the dinner two Siamese orchestras performed 
alternately ; one of them playing with great precision the Austrian 
National Hymn. 

The conversation was carried on mostly in the Engliss tongue, which 
the King speaks fluently. After the usual questions about the various 
members of the Imperial Family of Austria, the conversation turned 
on the progress of civilisation in Japan and other Asiatic countries. The 
King appeared very much pleased to learn that European opinions fol- 
lowed attentively the development of civilisation in the Far East. 
He pointed out all the difficulties that stand in the path of reform, 
and claimed credit for his great share in the work done in that direc- 
tion. The decline of polygamy in the higher classes of the country, the 
disbanding of ‘the Corps of Amazones, and the gradual decrease of the 
nasty habit of betel-chewing, have been mainly brought out by his per- 
sonal influence. At the close, King Chulalongkom gave to the Austrian 
Minister a written answer forthe Emperor of Austria.

THE GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY. 

At a meeting of the Royal Geographical Society Major-General Sir H. 
C. Rawlinson in the chair—Admiral Sir Leopold M’Clintock read a 
paper on Arctic sledge travelling, which he said had been unknown to 
English seamen till the second and third voyages of Parry and the 
second voyage of Sir John Ross, but was not extensively made use of 
till the search expeditions for Sir John Franklin. He himself had been 
highly successful in sledge travelling, which can only be accomplished 
during the spring months. The ice is covered with snow, at first dry 
and hard, through which, as through sand, the runners of the sledge 
sink for an inch or so, and as the spring advancea fresh enow falls, 
and sledging is more laborious ; later it melts, and then fair progress 
can be made through the water overlying the ice, but the men are 
drenched with the ice cold water, and after this water has drained off 
the ice becomes unsafe for travelling. He described the tenta and 
sledges, the latter having runners three inches broad, and raising the 
load about a foot above the ice. It is drawn by seven men. The food 
is tea, chocolate, biscuit, and pemican, or dried meat mixed with fat. 
The clothing consists of soft warm woollen articles, under a cloth im- 
penetrable to the wind, and the entire weighs from 161b. to 21 lb. 
No furs are used. In the expedition just departed, dogs are to be made 
use of so far as practicable. In conclusion, Sir Leopold said—To sledging 
we are indebted for almost all our modern Arctic achievements.

Admiral Sir R, Collinson said he had proved the value of dogs in 
drawing a sledge. He stated that Mr. Allen Young, who was taking 
out the Pandora as far as Disco, purposed, after depositing the letters 
for the expedition, to push westward either by the route taken by the 
Fox, or by that followed by the Erebus and Terror. He saw no good 
reason why the Pandora should not make her way down to the Ameri- 
can coast, and along it to Behring’s Straits, in one season. 


Dr. Rae said he differed with Admiral M‘Clintock as to the form of 
the sledge ; he thought a flat sledge on low steel runners the best kind. 
He was also glad that snow houses were to be used, as this would save 
the weight of tents. 


Admiral Ommanney thought the expedition, if unable to reach the 
Pole, might be able to go round the north of Greenland and return to 
the east of it, As to anow huts, they were very good things where 
they could be made, but for part of the time there was no snow to 
make them of. 


Admiral Richards said the men had to leave the ships for three or 
four months, and must carry all necessaries. They could not take two 
or three kinds of sledges, and must take the one most generally useful, 
which experience had shown to be the runner sledge. They must carry 
tents, for snow houses were impossible for part of the time. 


Sir L. M‘Clintock said Admiral Richards had replied to Dr. Rae, 
The flat sledge would not suit on hummocky ice, and he might say 
that experience had been gained by some 50,000 miles of Arctic 
sledging ; combining the men and having long sledges was found the 
best plan. The expedition has sledges 16ft long for crossing cracks 
in glaciers, sledges 14ft. long to carry boats, 11ft. long for seven men 
to draw, 8ft. long for dogs, and 6ft. sledges, charming little things on 
which a geologist might draw his own specimens. (Laughter.) Sixty 
dogs were to be taken out. Snow huts would be used where possible, 
but the whole weight of the tent being but 40lb. was not of much 
account. 

The President announced that an extra meeting would be held on 
Monday, the 28th inst., when the Sultan of Zanzibar, one of the ho- 
norary members of the society, would be present. 


COAL MINES IN CHINA. 

The following is the report which we allude to in another column: 
—Wang Chang Yung visited Barnsley and the district as a special Com- 
missioner of the Imperial Government, to obtain information as to the 
best machinery and appliances that can be obtained for working col- 
lieries, as well as to the best mode of sinking. He was accompanied 
by Mr. Bourne, C.E., London, who has been appointed Consulting En- 
gineer to the Chinese Government, and by Mr. Siemens. On arriving 
at Barnsley the party visited the foundry of Messrs. Needham, Qual- 
ters, and Hall, where they were soown some drawing cages, about the 
largest in England, for the Cortonwood Colliery, the diameter of the 
shafts of which was no less than 20 feet inside the tubing. They then 
visited the Dodworth Silkstone Colliery, which they descended, and 
the Commissioner appeared to be very much pleased with what he had 
_ geen in the workings. Returning, they proceeded to the Monk Bret- 
’ ton Colliery, where they were shown a pair of horizontal engines 

for drawing, about the largest yet made. The Commissioner then 

ressed a desire to see a colliery in course of sinking where 
a very large body of water had to be encountered. A drive of eight 
miles took the three gentlemen, together with Mr. Peacock, mining en- 
gineer, to the Wath Main Colliery, which has been in course of sinking 
nearly three years, and where about 120,000 gallons of water had to 
be overcome, The pumping operations were very closely scrutinised 
by the Commissioner, who took copious notes of all he saw. A visit 
was then paid to the new sinking at Hoyland, where they are going 
down to the Silkstone coal ; another to the extensive ironworks of the 
Messrs. Dawes, at Milton, near Barnsley. The party then proceeded 
to Sheffield, and went over the works of Sir J. Brown and Co. (Limi- 
ted), and those of Cammell and Co., where they saw the heavy plate 
mill! as well as the Bessemer convertors at work,and expressed themselves 
much pleased with all they had witnessed. Itis said that considerable 
orders for machinery were given, and, as there are vast deposits of coal 
in China, it is evident that the Imperial Government intend developing 
them in the best and most economical manner. 


SIR DOUGLAS FORSYTH'’S MISSION. 

The country (says The Times) is waiting with some impatience for 
news from Burmah. Our telegraphic intelligence states that Sir 
Douglas Forsyth has reached Mandalay, although he had been forbidden 
to begin negotiations until the King should explain why a cordial 
welcome had been given to the Chinese General, Leeseetahi, who is 
believed to be responsible for the murder of Mr. Margary. Plausible 
explanations come so glibly from the lips of an Eastern potentate that 
the King can easily have offered such excuses us would permit Sir 
Douglas to execute his mission, even if it should not have satisfied 
himself. In the peremptory language which is a first necessity of 
Eastern diplomacy, our Envoy may have already told his Majesty that 
we will permit no change to be made in the boundary line which Lord 
Dalhousie drew between British and Burmese territory. He will also 
have asked for more precise explanations touching the assassination of 
Mr. Margary. The King will be requested to account for the obstacles 
which his subjects threw in the way of Colonel Browne’s party, for the 
aid which they gave to the Chinese, for the order which was issued in 
the King’s own name to hinder the Expedition, and for the welcome 
which has been given to the General who is supposed to be guilty of 
the crime. Sir Douglas Forsyth may also have insisted that our Poli- 
tical Agents, both at Mandalay and Bhamo, shall be allowed such 
escorts as to place them above the risks of the King’s caprice and his 
subjects’ savage passions,

THE LATE ADMIRAL SHERARD OsBoRN.—The sale of the effects of the 
late Admiral Sherard Osborn has taken place at the deceased’s resi- 
dence, Charles-street, Berksley-square. Thecatalogue embraced nearly 
500 lots, and in addition to the furniture, there were upwards of 100 
articles, ornaments, and other effects, the greater portion of which had 
been collected abroad during the admiral’s travels. For these articles

on the exterior, which was sold for upwards of £100. The paint- 
ings consisted, among others, of several of our ships of war, including 
the Hercules, Minotaur, Northumberland, Monarch, Bellerophon, Sultan, 
Agincourt, Pioneer, and Topaze, together with two of the Great Eastern. 
They included upwards of forty portraits of naval characters, amongst 
whom were those of Nelson, Sir John Franklin, and other distinguished 
officers. The books were upwards of 400 in number, and consisted 
chiefly of works on voyages and discovery, together with others on our 
relations with Russia, China, Japan, and other foreign countries. 


CHINESE Corns.—At the soirée of the Numismatical Society, held 
on the 17th of June, Mr. Giles, of H.M.’s China Consular Service, 
exhibited a very large and valuable collection of Chinese coins, ranging 
from the earliest specimens of “lump” and “knife” money down to 
the common cash of the present day. It will suffice to say that there 
were 899 different coins, and that they have been examined by Dr. 
Birch and Mr. Poole, of the British Museum, who have pronounced 
them to be “ unquestionably gennine,” to show at once the extent 
and value of the collection. Negotiations are going on, which it is 
hoped will result in their ultimate transfer to the coin department of 
the British Museum. 


Mr. FitzyaMes STEPHEN, Q.C., and Mr. Benjamin Shaw have given 
separate, but generally concurrent opinions on the series of questions 
submitted to them by the Hon. and Rev. W. H. Fremantle, touching 
the right of Church of England clergymen to officiate in Nonconformist 
places of worship.

While Germany and Italy are rivals in trade to England—the for- 
mer in particnlar, German merchants competing successfully with Eng- 
lish in Calcutta, Bombay, and China—Russia is coming forward with 
another grand scheme of competition, and as the Suez Canal is super- 
seding the Cape route, so Russia sets up a rival to the Suez Canal, and 
is going back to the old lines by which, ere Turkish barbarism had 
desolated the fairest regions, Constantinople and Peking were connected 
by a line of caravan routes which came along Mongolia, the Oxus, the 
‘Caucasus, and the Black Sea, making Constantinople the centre of con- 
‘vergence and distribution to Central Europe and the shores of the 
Mediterranean. The great Slavonic race will by this new route be af- 
forded a wide field in those regions, for ages given over to Moslem 
fanaticism and Chinese immobility ; the iron road which will unite the 
Baltic to the Pacific will also bring Russia into contact with the Anglo- 
Saxon race, which, filling up the solitudes of the American Continent, 
‘will meet on the Pacific slope, to which they will be joined by the Do- 
aminion and Californian Railways, that will link the Pacific and the At- 
lantic, and while 100,000,000 of the Slav race will occupy Eastern Ku- 
Tope and the plainsof Asia, Coleridge’s dream of America will be 
realised, “ 100,000,000 freed men living there under the laws of Alfred, 
speaking the language of Shakespeare and Milton,” having the old 
country on the East, but Australia, India, the Russian Empire, and 
China on the West. 

Russia has immense territories on the Amur, a country as large as 
France, but now nearly useless for commercial or colomal purposes, 
owing to the difficulty and dearness of communication. It must be 
welded on to Russia by the rail, and gives Russia a deep stake in the 
Chinese Empire. 

This project to connect Peking and Petersburg by rail is not a vision- 
ary one, for acommunication between China and the Western World 
from the most ancient times was maintained by Armenians, Buddhists, 
and Persians. There were two caravan routes across Central Asia, one 
by Bokhara and Samarkand, over the Terek Pass to Kashgar; the 
other leading up the valley of the Oxus, by Palkh and Faizabad, in 

n, by several routes to the table land of Pamir, and so on 
through Kashgar to Hasni and Hankow. 

The Romans were acquainted with the geography of Khiva and 
Bokhara, and there was a trade in silk between China and Rome in 
the days of Augustus, carried on to Peking through Central Asia by 
way of Asoph, and Astrakhan. It took eight months going and re- 
turning, and was quite secure even for single travellers with a couple 
of interpreters and a servant. The country must have been subse- 
quently consolidated when Jenghis Khan founded an empire that 
extended from China to Russia, through which the Mongolian wave 
of conquest rolled along to Western and Southern Asia from the 
Yellow Sea to the Danube, and when even Breslau and Hungary were 
attacked. 


THE Russian Move towarps KAsHGAR IN CONNECTION WITH THE 
Russo-CHINESE RaILROAD. 
he Russian movements to the north-east of Kashgar have been 
‘going on steadily for years; it has appeared to many a mystery why 
Russia has spent so much time and money in such apparently barren 
conquests ; but the following will be the solution : as the conquest of 
the Caucasus has opened out the trade route to Persia and ultimately 
to India, so will the territorial acquisitions north of Kashgar and 
Yarkund lead to the great trade and caravan route to China, traversed 
- €or 2,000 years, on which a rail will ultimately be placed. Thesubject 
thas been much discussed in the Russian journals, and an expedition 
has been sent out to survey the route. 

The caravans from India to China always halted at Kashgar, and 
were there reorganised. In 1403 Bernard Gvez, the Jesuit traveller, 
found Kashgar to be a mart of great note; here, as it is to the present 
day, all the roads, from the Khanates of Central Asia, converage ; from 
thence they continued on the traffic route to China. Baron Hichtofen 
has written on the facilities for constructing a railway between Kuldja 
and the centre of China, through a country with casy gradients and 
supplied with coal ; the coal exists abundantly along the trade road 
from Kansu through the fertile oasis of Hami to Barkul, along asteppe- 
like country, studded with wells, to Kuldja, a town annexed to Russia in 
1872; from Kansu through Shenshi or Honan to Singafu, the gate to 
Central Asia, and great capital of North-West China, with its population 
of 1,000,000, the'Lower Hoango- Ho, and Yangst, the railroad would have 
acheap and abundant support ; its construction, with scarcely any large 
river to cross except the Upper Huango-Ho, and no mountain range to 
pass over, would be comparatively cheap. To the north, where the Hoan- 

Ho breaks out from its mountain cradle, between the Pamir range 
and the Altai mountains, which edge the southern coasts of Lake 
Beikul, there is a natural pass from the most ancient times, as Hum- 
boldt shows, and numberless migrations have been made through it in 
the direction of the Caspian Sea ; it was only the caravan route, and 
was followed by the celebrated traveller Hiouen Thsiang. The railroad 
from Hami and Kansu will bridge over those deserts and steppes of 
Central Asia, which have kept races apart for thousands of years, 
have contributed powerfully to the long isolation of the Chinese. 

Thus, while Peter the Great’s object was to extend Ruasian trade 
from the Baltic to the Black and Caspian Seas, and so on to India, his 
successor aims at a higher flight, to link the Baltic to the Pacific by 
the iron horse. This may restore Constantinople to some of its palmy 

as Melee it was the centre of trade between Europe and Asia.

west between China and India, vi@ Burmah, Russia is penetrating 
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China from the north-west, through Siberia as well as Central Asia ; 
thus the vast abyss between Chinese and European civilisation will be 
bridged over, and Western ideas will flow into the very centre of 
China from both Russian and English founts. The solitudes of Russia 
may hereafter be populated with Chinese emigrants who might do in 
Siberia what they are doing in California, as they are industrious, 
practical, and particularly suited for agriculture. 

How, then, these two great Empires of England and Russia can be 
in contact without collision is the great problem of the future ; their 
shock would be an irreparable injury to Christian civilisation in the 
East, a8 well as to the cause of religion, humanity, and trade in both 
countries, while the savage tribes of the desert, the bigoted Moslem 
and idolatrous fanatics, would exult seeing two Christian Empires 
destroying each other. 


THE SIBERIAN AND PaciFic RaILway. 

The Amur district, respecting which so much was hoped, has proved 
an utter failure, either as regards commerce or colonisation, mainly be- 
cause it is not connected overland with Russia; the Siberian rail would 
be its salvation, and trade would spring up along the Pacific seaboard. 
What the overland route is to India, the overland must be, cateris 
paribus, to the Amur. 

But the great impulse for the Siberian railroad comes from the tea 
merchants of Moscow. The statistics of the fair at Nijni show that the 
trade overland from Peking, vid Siberia to Russia, is on the decline, 
and, notwithstanding the high protective duty, cannot stand the cum- 
petition with the Russian Steam Navigation Company, which brings the 
tea direct by sea from Hankow to Odessa ; from Odessa it is sent to 
Nijni, and sold for leas than the land-borne tea. It is only the high- 
priced fine sorts that can stand the competition; the coarse sorts, 
taking a twelvemonth or more in their overland transit, have to give 
way to the sea-borne tea, which comes in six weeks from China to 
Odessa. The only chance is the Siberian rail, which will reduce the 
time of transit from twelve months to a fortnight. 

There is much discussion as to the line; the one which finds most 
favour is to gy from Nijni and Ekaterinburg by Tiumen across the 
Uralian mountains to Omsk, Tomsk, Irkutsk, Kiachta, and so on to 
Peking ; it goes, however, over a thinly populated country (Siberia has 
only six inhabitants to asquare mile), has to cross many large streams, 
and little coal is to be found ; and when a rail shall connect the tea 
districts of Central China with Russia, vid Mongolia and Central Asia, 
the tea trade may take the latter route in preference to the one by 
Northern China and Siberia. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


AMSTERDAM, JUNE 16. 


Politics have come to a complete standstill, and the papers are now 
discussing the results of the elections, which are, as I stated in my for- 
mer letter, satisfactory for the Liberals, who have not lost in numbers, 
and still more satisfactory for the anti-revolutionists, who have won 
two seats by defeating the Liberals who have hitherto held them. The 
loss of Mr. Tak in Middelburg is indeed a very heavy blow for our 
Whigs, and they are lamenting greatly thereabout. It is already evi- 
dent that the position of the Cabinet has become very insecure, inas- 
much that they are no longer backed by a certain majority. 

Mr. Loudon, ex Governor-General of Java, arrived the day before yes- 
terday at the Hague. He was received at the railway terminus by 
several officials ; amongst them by General Van Swieten. Mr. Loudun 
will stay only a few days at the Hague before returning to Lausanne, 
where his family resides. 

Some anxiety has been caused here by the news, published from a 
private source by the Vuderland, that some revolutionary demonstra- 
tions have occurred in Tagal, the people being greatly dissatisfied with 
the behaviour of the Resident, whom the Governor-General declined to 
diamiss. It was feared—so it is stated—that military intervention 
would become necessary. 

Leyden has again held its festival, the students having celebrated 
the 300 years’ existence of the Academy by a splendid masquerade, re- 
presenting all the illustrious persons who have studied in that town, or 
who have visited it. The féte was pa complete success. 

The shareholders of the International Credit and Trading Company 
“ Rotterdam” have held their annual meeting, when the managers 
had the pleasure to state that the operations of the company had been 
so successful last year that a dividend of 22 per cent., that is f. 13.75 
per share, could be declared. From the report I derive the following 
facts :—The profits reached the sum of f.949,281.13}, from which had 
to be deducted general cxpenditure, f. 218,108.94; dividend to the 
managers in Java, f. 83,996.85 ; debts written off, f£. 224,051.91; income- 
tax, f. 7,040—so that the net profit amounted tu f. 42,306.574 ; of which 
sum f. 70,833.234 had been added to the reserve fund. The businesshad 
increased enormously, and a commission of f. 110,961.92 had accrued 
from consignments. The profits from the operations on the company’s 
own account in Java had amounted to f. 170,773.25. The report was 
approved of unanimously.

KASHGAR. 

A PECULIARLY characteristic piece of Oriental rh odo- 
montade has just come under our notice, which, although 
it possesses no great political importance, deserves a pass 
ing remark. It has been known for some time past that 

. YAKOoB KHAN, Ameer of Kashgar, was on the look-out 
for supporters and allies in view of possible contingencies, 
and, indeed, there was a rumour that he contemplated 
despatching a special envoy to London for some myste- 
rious purpose, but probably the strangest quarter for him 
to turn to for assistance was Constantinople. In January 
last we published two telegrams from St. Petersburg and 
Berlin respectively, the former of which showed that the 
Ameer was already getting aux petits soins with the Com- 
mander of the Faithful, for we were told that, in return 
for the Sultan’s recognising bim as Khan, he was coining 
silver money with the name and insignia of ABD-UL-AZIZ, 
as though he were a vassal and tributary of the Porte. 
The second telegram, however, showed in even a stronger 
light the importance which YAkKooB KHAN attached to 
the protecting influence of Turkey, for it informed us 
that he had again sent SEIT MAGASCHER YAKOOB to Con- 
stantinople to tighten his relations with the Sultan, whose 
suzerainty over all Mohammedan Tartars he apparently 
acknowledges. The Ameer of Kashgar has evidently 
aay his wish, for a telegram from Vienna, dated 

une 15, states that the Turkish Embassy for Kash- 
gar has left Constantinople with money, presents, and 
a promise of the Sultan that he will protect Kashgar 
for all time. How happy Yakoos KHAN ought to feel at 
this assurance! All his troubles and fears put an end to 
for all time! But hard-headed and practical people may 
be disposed to cavil at the soundness of the guarantee, 
and to doubt whether the Sick Man will be able to do 
much for his vassal and tributary in the hour of need. In 
view of the distance of Constantinople from Kashgar, and 
of the unsubstantial nature of Turkish finances, not ‘to 

' speak of other trifling considerations, we would certainly 

- hope that the Ameer, for his own sake, will not place too 
much reliance on the fair promises of the SULTAN, if he 
wants any assistance in his coming struggle with China, and 
still less if he should unfortunately happen to get entan- 
gled in any serious difficulty with Russia. In the latter 
case, at any rate, it would be worse than ridiculous for 
him to hope for the slightest assistance or even counten- 
ance on the part of the SULTAN, for the Sick Man’s rela 
tions with Russia are already of a quite sufficiently ticklish 
nature to make him keep clear of further complications in 

that quarter. Whilst speaking of Central Asian matters, it 
will not be out of place to call attention toa St. Petersburg 
ark Sip also of June 15, to the effect that, according to re- 
liable information, there is no truth in the news published 
by some journals of negotiations between England and 

Russia having been carried on in London, and of a Conven-

at a more satisfactory arrangement than has hitherto been 
deemed practicable. 
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SIGNS OF THE TIMES IN CHINA. 

OF late years the Chinese have tacitly recognised the 
great superiority of foreign nations in the art of war by 
the zeal with which they have wasted money over arsenals, 
dockyards, &c., in their vain endeavour to put themselves 
on a par with the outer world in that respect, when, as we 
have before pointed out, they had far better have em- 
ployed the millions of taels thus squandered for other pur- 
poses of a more peaceful and profitable nature. If an 
reliance, however, can be placed on the statement ad- 
vanced by the writer of an article in a recent number of 
the Wan'Kwo Kung Pau,—and it certainly has some show 
of probability on the face of it,—it seems not unlikely 
that they may ere long take a far more important step in 
the right direction. The statement to which we allude is 
to the effect that Li Hunc-cHANG has memorialised the 
Throne, asking that foreign learning and the sciences may 
be placed on an equal footing with the standard subjects 
in the literary examinations of the Empire. A rumour is 
already current that the prayer of the memorial will be 
granted ; but this seems premature, to say the least of it, 
if not almost too good to be true ; for, doubtless, if enter- 
tained at all, the proposition will require long and anxious 
consideration at the hands of the Powers that be. But if 
any man in the Empire can induce the Central Govern- 
ment to adopt this bold step, it is undoubtedly the power- 
ful and far-seeing Governor-General of Chihli; and if it 
be adopted, and courageously and honestly carried out 
against the storm of opposition which it will be sure 
to provoke amongst the obstructionist party, it will 
be impossible to over-estimate the enormous advan- 

es that will accrue to the Chinese Ympire from 
this startling innovation, which at one stroke will upset 
the cherished traditions of centuries. When once the 
educated classes get thoroughly familiarised with “ forei 
learning and the sciences,” the rest will be easy, and the 
regeneration of China will commence ; Féng-Shui and such 
like nonsense will disappear ; railways and telegraph lines 
will traverse the country in all directions; and its vast 
resources will be rapidly developed. The great change- 
here foreshadowed will not be effected by a mere stroke of 
the Vermilion Pencil, although it will result from it, and 
even if L1 HUNG-CHANG succeed in attaining his object, it 
will be many years before the full benefit will be reaped. 
A plan somewhat similar to that suggested to the Govern- 
ment of China is believed to be working well in Japan; 
and there is no reason why, if it be allowed a fair trial, it 
should not do the same in China; it will probably take 
much longer to get into working order, for, independently 
of the greater extent of the country, the character of the 
Chinese is more solid, and less susceptible of sudden 
changes than that of the Japanese. When, however, the 
new system of education is once fairly under way, this. 
very stolidity of character will stand the Chinese in good 
stead, and give them a considerable advantage over their 
more volatile neighbours. 


THE OPIUM TRADE. 

AS mentioned in our last issue, the subject of the Opium 
Trade is to come forward for discussion in the House of 
Commons on the 25th inst. For some time past, the 
“ Anglo-Oriental Society for the Suppression of the Opium 
Trade ” has been unceasing in their endeavours to raise up 
sufficient public opinion to induce a full discussion of the 
subject, and, in consequence of their endeavours, Mr. MARK. 
STEWART has given notice that he will call attention to 
the evidence given before the East India Finance Com- 
mittee in 1871 with reference to the Opium traffic, and 
move a resolution. The secretary of the Society sets forth 
in the circular which he has issued that the object in view 
is to obtain a candid and impartial hearing on the subject 
in the Legislature, and there is no question that the matter 
is one of so much importance that the responsibility of 
fairly discussing it cannot be blinked. At the same time, 
it is to be feared that the Society aim at too broad a result 
to meet with the full support of the House at the present 
time. No doubt there is much to be said upon both sides. 
of the question, and, however much those who desire to see 
an end put to the consumption of Opium in China deserve 
our sympathy in their benevolent object, there are practical 
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difficulties in the way of a suppression of the traffic, which 
will unquestionably prevent the Government from pledging 
themselves to such a course. The revenue obtained b 
the Indian Government, amounting to about eight mil- 
lions, is, of course, the chief obstacle. However, the dis- 
cussion of the subject is likely to lead to good results, as 
it is always desirable with regard to a matter of this kind 
that there should be as much light brought to bear upon 
it as possible, and if the movement of the Society do not 
succeed at the moment, their labours will not have been 
lost, if they succeed in some degree in again calling the atten- 
tion of the Government and of the country to the question. 
We learn from Peking that the Chinese Government are 
directing their attention again to the matter. It appears 
that at the beginning of each reign the Chinese have a 
. custom that the high officers sit in conclave for eight days 
(holding, in fact, a kind of Privy Council), and discuss 
all the important questions which press for solution ; and 
the Opium question was among the subjects then con- 
sidered. Our correspondent states that the Cuban ques- 
tion is still pending, and the difficulty with regard to the 
murder of Mr. Marcary had thrown everything into the 
shade. The Chinese Government, it appears, express 
themselves willing and anxious to move in the matter 
of the suppression of the Opium traffic, but they find their 
hands tied by anempty exchequer, foreign treaties, and by 
internal misrule and corruption, which always make it a 
matter of so much difficulty to introduce any reform into 
the Celestial Empire. It will be thus seen that there are 
difficulties in the way of the question on all sides. The 
total suppression of the Opium traffic, which is the aim of 
the Society, would be a matter involving large considera- 
tions of revenue in India, and which could not be effected at 
@ moment's notice. It is therefore open to doubt whether, 
under existing circumstances, anything can in reality be 
done in the matter ; and it is to be recollected that when 
the subject was brought forward on the last occasion, that 
is after the report of the Committee of 1871 was pub- 
lished, Mr. GLADSTONE, who was then Prime Minister, 
declared his opinion very definitely against taking any 
steps with regard to it. 


IN another place we extract from The Times some very 
pertinent remarks with reference to the state of the India | 
and China trade, to which we have repeatedly drawn atten- | 
tention. The point at which it has been unsatisfactory for 
years past is exactly touched in the remarks which are 
made, and we can only hope that attention being called to 
the matter at home may induce some improvement.

The 
shipments of Manchester goods to China during the first 
five months of this year have fallen off as compared with 
last year, but up to that time for years past we had had 
precisely the same state of things which is noticed as ex- 
isting in the India trade at the present time, namely, a 
constant increase in quantity with an equally constant de- 
crease in profit. With this lamentable fact staring them 
in the face, merchants in China have for years past been 
apprehensive as to the results which are now beginning to 
be felt, and we can only trust that the failure of Messrs. 
CoLLi£ and Co. may not prove as disastrous as is naturally 
apprehended at first blush. At the same time, it is im- 
possible to ignore that the present state of affairs gives 
ground for grave apprehension. 


SoME exaggerated paragraphs have appeared in the 
daily papers in reference to the visit of WANGCHENG, who 
has been described as a mandarin, or Chinese commis- 
sioner, &c., empowered by the Chinese Government to 
visit our engineering yards and make purchases for ship- 
ment to China for the working of the coal mines there. 
- It is further stated that Mr. BouRNE, who accompanied 
him on a visit to some of the collieries in the north, has 
been appointed Consulting Engineer to the Chinese Go- 
vernment. The facts of the case are simply that WANG 
has made a visit to this country for the purpose of pro- 
specting our appliances, but is not giving any orders. Mr. 
BouRNE, who is acting as agent for the Exhibition of 
European wares at Shanghai, has not been appointed 
Consulting Engineer, but proffered his services to accom- 
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pany WanG. Mr. JAMES HENDERSON is progressing with 
is work, and in due course we shall announce his de- 
arture with his staff. Our readers must understand that 
it is the custom for any one who obtains an order for goods 
from a Chinese official, to consider himself as acting for the 
Chinese Government. : 





WE understand that M. GRIGORIEFF, the President of 
the Russian Committee of the International Congress of 
Orientalists, has written to the English Committee to pro- 
pose that the third session of the Congress, which was to 
have been held at St. Petersburg in September of this 
year, should be postponed until the autumn of 1876. As 
this change would involve an alteration of the statuts defi- 
nitus of the Congress, a meeting of the English Com- 
mittee was held to consider M. GRIGORIEFF'S letter, and a 
resolution was then carried in favour of adhering to the 
annual meetings. We believe that communications are 
passing between the English and foreign committees with 
a view to.arriving at a concurrence of opinion on this 
subject. 


WE noticed at the time of the Vienna Exhibition 
the establishment of an Oriental Museum as an offshoot 
of that institution, which, we are glad to say, is domg 
well. We have received the fifth number of an interesting 
periodical published in connection with it, namely, the 
Austrian Monatsschrift fur den Orient. The paper will, 
doubtless, be of value to all who are concerned in the Far 
East, and will be acceptable to many of our German 
readers in India, the Straits, and China. The present 
number contains articles upon the late Famine in India, 
Railways in Turkey, the Sanitary Condition of the Levant, 
with Notes on China-grass, Japanese Finance, and other 
kindred subjects. 





In reference to the difficulty we noticed some time since 
with regard to the appointment of Mr. GARDINER AUSTIN, 
the Colonial Secretary, as Acting Governor of Hong Kong 
during the absence of Sir ARTHUR KENNEDY, we are 
glad to state, on the best authority, that no slight was in- 
tended to General CoLBORNE. It appears that the Colo- 
nial-office had decided on a change from the practice of 
appointing the Commander of the Forces, previous to the 
arrival of General COLBORNE. The blame, therefore, must 
rest with the authorities at the War-office. 


WE understand that a telegram has been received an- 
nouncing the appointment of SHEN-PAoU-CHEN, the Im- 
perial Commissioner of Formosa, and Director-General of 
the Arsenal at Foochow, as Governor-General of the Two 
Kiangs, with residence at Nanking. This appointment. 
also includes that of Superintendent of Foreign Trade. 


M. GIQUEL, whose arrival with five Chinese from Foo- 
chow we lately reported, is now on a visit to London, and 
has placed two at the Royal Naval College, Gosport, two 
at an engineering establishment at Havre, and one at an 
academy in Paris. 


WE lately noticed the appointment of M. SKATSCHKOFF 
as Consul General at Shanghai for Russia. We under- 
stand that he proceeds to his destination this week, 7ié 
New York and San Francisco. 


WE are glad to announce that the Royal Geographical 
Society will send two delegates to the Paris International 
Congress of Geography. 


THE consecration of the newly-appointed Bishop of 
CoLoMBO will, we understand, not take place until the 
end of the year. 


THE CONSULAR SUPERANNUATION ACT. 

Tuis is a short Act, which has been passed to amend the 
Superannuation Act of 1859, so far as relates to the super- 
annuation allowances to be granted to civil servants who 
have served in an established capacity in an unhealthy 
climate. The present Act consists of four sections only, 
and may be summarised as follows :—(1.) The Commis- 
sioners of the Treasury are empowered to declare that any 
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country or place named by them in an order or warrant | 
shall be deemed to be unhealthy for the purposes of the 
Superannuation Act, 1859, and this Act; all such orders 
and warrants must, however,-be laid before Parliament, as 
ordered by the old Act. (2.) When a person who has 
served in an established capacity in the permanent civil 
service of the State is entitled to any superannuation, 
gratuity, &c., under the provisions of the Act of 1859, 
two years’ service by him in an unhealthy place shall be 
reckoned as service for three years, and service for any 
greater or less period than two years shall be reckoned in 
the like proportion. (This will, no doubt, be justly con- 
sidered as a great boon by the Civil Service, but the next 
sentence, which we give verbatim, detracts much from its 
value). ‘ But nothing in this Act contained shall alter 
“ or affect the second section of the Superannuation Act, 
“* 1859, so far as it requires a service of ten years before 
“a person becomes entitled to any annual superannuation 
allowance.” Consequently, if a man has served nine 
years in the most pestiferous climate in the world he will 
not be entitled to any pension at all, though his time of 
service ought, in all fairness, to be allowed to reckon as 
thirteen years and a half; however much his health may 
be ruined, he must think himself lucky if he has a small 
gratuity awarded him). (3.) It must be borne in mind 
that this Act is not retrospective beyond the 17th of last 
February, and only applies to persons who have retired 
from the public service since that time. (4.) This section 
merely prescribes the short title of the Act, and ordains 
that it shall be construed as one with the Superannuation 
Act, 1859. 

A Treasury Minute has now been issued under the 
authority of this Act, from which we learn that “My 
“¢ Lords read again a letter from the Foreign office, dated 
“17th July, 1874, transmitting a list of places which, in 
“‘ the opinion of the Earl of DERBY, may be considered as 
“‘ unhealthy, and stating that the list in question had 
“‘ been prepared after due inquiry and communication 
‘‘ with Her MAJEsTy’s representatives in the various 
‘‘ countries in which the unhealthy places are situated.” 
““ My Lords” concur in Lord DErgy’s recommendation, 
and accordingly declare that the following places shall be 
yea? to be unhealthy places for the purposes of this

In defiance of geographical considerations, we suppose 
that Chinkiang is officially looked upon as part of Shang- 
hai, but why are Tientsin and Tamsuy omitted from 
the list? We can hardly fancy that they are excluded 
from the benefit of the Act on the ground of their ex- 
ceptional healthiness, for in that case Chefoo would have 
been included. Again, we must ask why is Saigon, 
(Cochin-China), Sarawak (Borneo), and the ports of Java 
excluded? It is true that hitherto we have only employed 
merchant Consuls at these places, who are not entitled to 
pensions, but it is pretty certain that before long we shall 
have Forcign-office Consuls at some of them, and there can 
be no doubt of their equal claims to unhealthiness with 
the ports included in the Act. We can only conclude 
that the omission is one of those inexplicable official mis- 
takes which occur occasionally, to the mortification of the 
heads of departments. We presume in this case it falls 
not on the Treasury, but on the Foreign-office, who must 
have advised the ports to be included. 


THE MINT AND THE FAR EAST. 
The Fifth Annual Report ot the Deputy Master of the 
Mint, which has just been issued, contains a somewhat 
unusual amount of matter relating to the Far East, a part 
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of which is of considerable interest and importance to 
the mercantile community in that quarter. 


The amount of old copper coin withdrawn from circulatéen in 
the Colonies during the year 1874 was £22,134, of which the 
greater portion was received from Ceylon, and since the begin- 
ning of the present year further consignments have been sent 
home by that Colony. In consequence of representations from 
the Colonial-office that there is still a considerable quantity of 
copper coin in circulation in the Colonies, the Deputy Master of 
the Mint has recommended to the Treasury that the time for 
receiving that coin at the Mint at its full nominal value should 
be extended to the 30th June, 1876, but this arrangement 
applies to the Colonies only. 

Numerous Colonial coinages have been required during the 
year, but, owing to the other demands upon the Mint, they 
were, with one exception (that for Newfoundland), entrusted 
to Messrs. Heaton and Suns, of Birmingham, and were exe- 
cuted, as usual, under the supervision of an officer of the De- 
partment. Among these coinages were a silver one of twenty- 
cent, ten-cent, and five-cent pieces, of the nominal value of 
£5,000, for the Government of Hong Kong; another of the 
same denominations, of the nominal value of £6,250, for the 
Straits Settlements ; and a copper coinige of one-cent pieces, 
of the nominal value of £20,333, for the last-named Colony. 
Besides these, a silver coinage for Hong Kong, of the same sub- 
sidiary pieces as those already supplied, and of the nominal 
value of £10,000, was in progress at the close of 1874. 

“ A question of great interest,” remarks Mr. Fremantle, “has 
again been raised during the year by a despatch from the Go- 
vernor of Hong Kong, calling the attention of the Imperial Go- 
vernment, at the instance of the Hong Kong Chamber of Com- 
merce, to the present condition of the currency of that Colony. 
The silver pieces mentioned above as having been recently coined 
for Hong Kong are merely subsidiary token coins for use 
within the island itself, the standard coin of the Colony bein 
the Mexican Dollar ; and their Lordships [¢. ¢., at the Treasury 
have on several occasions been led to consider how far it was 
desirable that a British trading community should be to so great 
an extent dependent in its commercial transactions upon a foreign 
coin. ‘The despatch of the Governor, with its enclosures, was 
referred to me by their Lordships’ directions, and I was desired 
to report on several points connected with the subject, which ap- 

ared to deserve their consideration.” Copies of the Treasu 

etter and Mr. Fremantle’s reply are given in the appendix, an 
we shall refer to them presently. 

The value of the specie packed during the year for the 
Treasury Chests abroad was £650,041, as against £475,000 in 
1873, but it did not exceed the average of late years of the sum 
named; £316,541 consisted of Mexican dollars shipped to Hong 
Kong and the Straits Settlements. 

Mr. Fremautle mentions that he has received the report of 
Dr. Linderman, Director of the United States Mint, for the year 
ending June 30, 1874, which contains full details as to the pro- 
ceedings of the American Mints during that period, and, in ad- 
dition to much other information of interest, givesan account of 
the progress made by the newly coined trade dollar in commercial 
transactions in China. The coinage of these dollars in the year 
amounted to $8,588,900, and it was hoped that as soon as coinage 
operations could be commenced at the new mint at San Francisco 
there would be no difficulty in meeting thelarge demand for them 
which exists in the China trade. 

With regard to the Japan Miot, Mr. Fremantle makes the 
following observations :—-Two reports have been received from 
Major Kinder as to the proceedings of the Japan Mint ; one, his 
Third Annual Report for the year ending 3lst July, 1874, and 
the other, his Fourth and last Reportfor the half year ending 
3ist January last [recently alluded to in our columns], on the 
termination of his engagement with the Japanese Govern- 
ment as Director of the Mint. During this period of eighteen 
months there had been a marked falling off inthe amount of the 
gold coinage, and it was not considered probable that for the pre- 
sent any necessity for a large coinage of gold would again arise. 
A change was made during the year 1874 in the design of the 
silver “yen” or dollar, the value being now clearly indicated 
on the coin, and aconsiderable number of these pieces were 
issued for circulation. The new coin was recognised as legal 
tender by the Government of the Straits Settlements, and at 
several places on the coast of China, including Canton, but 
not by the Government of Hong Kong. Objections had, how- 
ever, been raised to the weight of the “yen,” 416 grains, as 
not corresponding with that of the American “ trade dollar,” 
which is 420 grains, and the Japanese Government had un- 
der consideration a proposal for raising its weight to that 
of the latter coin. The coinage of silver had been chiefly 
confined to that of the smaller denominations of pieces, and the 
issue of this part of the coinage was likely to continue. The 
coinage of copper had progressed steadily during the year 1874, 
and had amounted in August last to 36,000,000 pieces, but it 
was expected that many years would elapse before the full 
amount of ee a coin required throughout the country could 
be produced. In December last, and again in the course cf the 
present month, assays have been made in this department of the 
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portions of “ pyx” coins of gold and silver and of “ test ingots” 
taken from the coinage of the Japan Mint during the year end- 
ing the 31st of July, and the half-year ending the 31st of 
January last, respectively, which had been forwarded to this 
tountry by the Japanese Government for examination under 
their lordships’ directions. The result, as in 1873, proved that 
the operations of the coinage had been conducted with great 
care and accuracy. 

By a return showing the amount and destination of gold coin 
exported from Victoria, attached to the 1874 Report of the 
Deputy Master of the Melbourne Mint, and printed in the 
Appendix to Mr. Fremantle’s Report, we find that during the 

ear £390,922 were exported to Galle and £2,340 to Hong 
ong. 

The Appendix closes with the correspondence respecting the 
currency of Hong Kong, which consists of the letter of the 
Treasury to the Mint and the Deputy Master’s reply, the two 
covering five pages and a-half of small print ; the correspond- 
ence forwarded for Mr. Fremantle’s consideration was found to 
be too voluminous for publication with his Report. In the 
Treasury letter “My Lords” consider four distinct pro- 
posals, viz. (1), That the Japanese yen, and (2) that the 
American trade-dollar be proclaimed legal tender. (3) That 
a new Hong Kong dollar be coined in England to circu- 
late as legal tender at Hong Kong. (4) That clean dollars 
only be accepted as legal tender. “My Lords” think it 
ent be practicable to proclaim the Yen legal tender as a silver 
dollar of equivalent value to the Mexizan ; but still, “in the pre- 
sence of the unanimous recommendation of the consulted Banks 
that the yen should not be accepted, at least for the present, and 
of the fact that the Chamber of Commerce declined to make any 
recommendation in favour of the yen, ‘ My Lords’ are of opinion 
that it would not be desirable to entertain that part of Mr. 
Cameron’s application.” They do uot see how the Governor 
could proclaim “the American trade dollar as a silver dollar of 
equivalent value with the Mexican dollar, when it is notorious 
that it is about 1 per cent. superior in value thereto ;” but at the 
same time they think “a question may remain whether the 
American dollar might be rated for concurrent circulation.” 
Upon these points and the other two, in regard to which they 
do not say very much, “ My Lords” desire a full report from the 
Deputy Master of the Mint. Having considered the matter care- 
fully in all its bearings for some seven weeks, Mr. Fremantle 
forwarded an elaborate reply on Nov. 28, 1874. Space will 
not admit of our following him through all his lucid observations 
on the points raised for his consideration, but we extract his re- 
marks respecting the Japanese yen and the American trade 
dollar. Having spoken of the weight and fineness of the yen 
and the Mexican dollar, he proceeds thus :— 

I submit, therefore, that there can be no question as t» the power 
of the Governor to give legal currency to the “ yen,” under the Order 
in Council above mentioned ; but, as the commercial community are 
decidedly opposed to its admission, at least for the present, as a legal 
coin, it is perhaps unnecessary to consider whether the Japanese Go- 
vernment has as yet had sufficient opportunity of proving its deter- 
mination to coin with accuracy, or of possessing that stability which 
can alone guarantee that its coinage will not hereafter be tampered 
with. The American “trade-dollar,”’ on the other hand, is clearly not 
a “dollar of equivalent value” to the Mexican. It would appear to 
have been made heavier than the latter with the idea of rendering it 
more acceptable, as, although its fineness is the same, viz., 900 parts of 


silver in 1,000, its weight is four grains more, being 420 grains, as , 


against 416. 


Mr. Fremantle doubts whether the peculiar ae of Hong 
Kong does not render it impossible to establish a separate cur- 
_ rency for that Colony, and he points out that if a special dollar 
were coined in England for Hong Kong, it could not be laid 
down there under a charge of three per cent., viz, two per cent. 
for coinage, and one per cent. for freight and insurance.. For 
these and other reasons detailed he considers the project im- 
racticable. We cite the concluding portion of Mr. Fremantle’s 
tter in ertenso, as it is of great general interest :— 


There are two remaining points raised in their lordships’ communi- 
eation upon which it is difficult in this country to form an opinion, and 
both of which their lordships intimate it would in any case be necessary 
to reserve for further reference to the colony, namely (1), whether the 
American “ trade dollar’’ might be admitte:l to concurrent circulation 
with the Mexican, though not at the same rate, and (2) whether it 
would be possible to introduce the much-needed reform, that only 
clean dollars shall be legal tender in Hong Kong. 

The first point would appear to turn almost entirely upon the ques- 
tion how far the inconvenience which would probably be caused in 
ordinary transactions by the circulation side by side of two collars of 
slightly different values would be counterbalanced by the additional 
facilities which would be acquired of obtaining, in times of sudden or 
rapid expansion of trade, an earlier supply of coin than can be had at 

resent. 
‘ As regards the second point, namely, the possibility of excluding all 
but clean dollars from circulation, I would remark that it is at present 
the practice of the native Chinese merchants to “chop” every dollar 
imported as it comes into their hands, and that the ordinary currency 
of Hong Kong consists chiefly of “ chopped" coins. It is clear, there- 
fore, that as no proclamation issued in Hong Kong could directly com- 
pel the native merchants to abandon the practice of marking their, 
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dollars with their “chop” orsign, the effect of excluding ‘‘chopped’ 








coin froim legal circulation in Hong Kong would be to interfere seriously 


with the trade of that Colony with Chinese ports. 


This remark ap- 


plies only to the southern ports, as in Shanghai and throughout the 
north of China the old Mexican dollar, clean, is the only coin accepted. 








THE FOREIGN RELATIONS OF THE UNITED 
STATES. 

In the volume of “Papers relating to the Foreign Relations 
of the United States, transmitted to Congress, with the Annual 
Message of the President, December 7, 1874,” the China corre- 
spondence consists of forty-four despatches, comprising twenty- 
eight from the U.S. Legation at Peking, the Consul-General at 
Shanghai, and the Consul at Amoy to the Department of State, 


and Consulates in China. Of this total of forty-four despatches 
' no less than twenty have their origin in the difficulty between 
China and Japan, four of them being devoted entirely to Gene- 
ral Le Gendre’s case. The concluding despatch of the series is 
ione from the Department of State to Mr. Seward, dated Nov. 
| 2, 1874, dealing at some length with the proceedings against 
| General Le Gendre and disapproving of them ; the writer sums 
up in these words :—“ For all these reasons and upon the facts 
las reported, the Department is forced to the conclusion that the 
arrest of General Le Gendre was without warrant of law, and 
‘ cannot receive its approval. Had the arrest been the act of a 
|foreizn Power it is apprehended that the arrest would have 
been the ground for energetic action on the part of the United 
States.” After this, we should fancy that Mr. Seward and Mr. 
| Henderson, the Consul at Amoy, will be very chary of arrest- 
ing Gencrals with roving commissions. Mr. Henderson also 
receives a severe rebuff on account of the terms of a neutra- 
lity proclamation, of a one-sided nature, which he took upon 
‘himself to issue, forgetful of the fact that such power apper- 
| tains only to a Minister, and not to a Consul. One of this 
series of despatches gives the identical note addressed by the 
Treaty Power Consuls at Shanghai to their respective 
superiors at Peking “in regard to the neutrality of the 
| foreign scttlements in China and Japan in case of war, and 
to the immunity of commerce,” and in another Mr. Hender- 
son describes his visit to Liang-kiau Bay, Formosa, in the U.S. 
| war-steamer Afonocucy. Several of the other despatches are 
simply of aformal nature. Two of the earliest despatches in 
this volume give cover to correspondence respecting the Peru- 
vian mission to China, and two others relate to the difference 
between the Spanish Chargé d’ Affaires and the Tsungli Yamun 
respecting the prohibition of coolie emigration to Spanish co- 
-lonies. On Nov. 18, 1873, Dr. Williams reports the disastrous 
inundatious in Manchuria, and the Pape © arising from the 
consequent distress, and he forwards a lengthy communication 
|on the subject from Mr. F. P. Knight, U.S. Consul at Neu- 
'chwang. On February 12, 1874, he advises the Department 
of State of the capture of Suh-chau in Kansuh, the last strong- 
hold of the Mohammedan rebels, and he forwards a translation 
| of a very voluminous memorial from Tso Tsung-tang, reporting 
he same. In concluding his letter, Dr. Williams observes :— 
“The Mohammedans rose in array in the south-west and north- 
west, where they set the Imperialists at defiance for ten years 
or more, but are now no longer formidable, and the few chiefs 
who may have escaped with a small following will not be able 
to gather head in those devastated districts. The manner In 
which orderly government, trade, and rebuilding of ruined 
| towns has revived in those departments in the Valley of the 
| Yang-tsze, which were left almost like a wilderness in 
| 1565, leads me to hope for a similar reviving in the west- 
ern provinces.” The next despatch (March 30, 1874) states 
| that ‘A Roman Catholic Bishop, whose diocese comprises a 
| part of Manchuria and the region contiguous to Korea, has 
| lately reached Peking from Newchwang, and brings an account 
of an entire change in the Government of Korea within the last 
' three months, and the removal of the ruler who has usurped the 
| authority during the past fifteen peor The principal facts, as 
he reports them, tally very well with some statements made 
years ago, and bear the appearance of authenticity, though man 
details remain to be supplied.” Although Mr. Hart’s notable 
memorandum on the Woosung Bar and the Future of Shanghai 
; must, from its date, have been in the hands of the United States 
Charge d’Affaires in this month of March, no despatch is repro- 
duced relating to it, butin a long despatch, dated July 29, 1874, 
and forwarding correspondence respecting the dredging of the 
Woosung Bar, there occurs this passage :—“ The minute from 
Myr. Hart, in relation to the topography and physics of the em- 
bouchure of the Yang-tsze, and its connection with the Hwangpu 
River (inclosure 7), contains many facts aud deductions bearing 
upon the utility or otherwise of the present scheme. The im- 
potence of human efforts to guide or restrain the action of such 
mighty rivers in depositing their silt makes it desirable to collect 
and scrutinise all such data bearing on a plan like this ; and the 
even flow of the Yang-tsze and the uniformity of its deposits 
make it safer to estimate results in this case than in some other 
rivers. The only thing now asked of this Government 1s to 
take measures to increase the depth of water on the bar so as 
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to allow vessels drawing four fathoms to cross at high tide ; 
and this has been shown to be practicable, and its immediate 
execution a great necessity.” It isa very noticeable fact that 
there are two /acune in this despatch as given in the volume 
before us, and that none of its enclosures are printed. The riot 
at Shanghai is reported at great length, one enclosure to the 
despatch on the subject being a voluminous extract from the 
Evening Courier. The despatch notifying the trial and sentence 
of persons concerned in an attack on the Rev. H. Corbett, an 
American missionary, at Chi-mi, ia the Chefoo Consular dis- 
trict, is exceeding] all, and occupies no less than twenty-three 
pages, most of which are printed in very small type. Four 
despatches relate to the case of Walter Jackson, charged with 
piracy and an assault. with intent to commit murder on board 
the British bark Satsuma. The correspondence arose out of an 
application made to Mr. Consul-General Seward for the man’s 
arrest by the Colonial Government of Hong Kong. The matter 
sventually fell through, as, of course, the extradition treaty be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States could not be held ap- 
plicable to Shanghai, but it appears to us that a grave miscar- 
riage of justice would have been avoided had it been remembered 
that the man, being borne on the articles of a British vessel, 
was, until discharged from his service, to all intents and pur- 
poses, practically a British subject, and should have been dealt 
with as such. Various matters connected with the operations 
of the Great Northern Telegraph Company occupy four de- 
spatches and a portion of another. Mr. Consul-General Seward’s 
‘* general efforts and the general efforts of the Consuls of the 
United States in China to promote the establishment of tele- 
graph lines and the general policy of inducing the authorities 
to favour and not to oppose such work,” meet with hearty ap- 
proval from the department of State. Finally, we may mention 
that one of Dr. Williams’s earlier despatches encloses a very 
voluminous correspondence with the Consul at Tientsin respect- 
ing the purchase of the premises of the American Southern 
Presbyterian Mission at Hangchow. 

The Japan correspondence comprises forty-seven despatches, 
thirty from the United States Legation and seventeen from the 
Departmentof State. Two despatches relate to “an inquiry made 
by oneCaptain Benjamin Pease under what governmental protec- 
tion the residents of the Bonin Islands are ;” Mr. Fish declines 
to have anything to do with them, saying that, if American 
citizens take up their abode there, “ by resorting to such remote 
spots on the globe’s service, they may fairly be hell to have 
deliberately abandoned the United States without a purpose of 
returning, and therefore to have relinquished the rights as well 
as the duties of citizens.” Some queries by Mr. W. H. Doyle as 
to the rights and privileges of American residents in Japan give 
rise to twodespatches. Mr. Doyle is told that “as an Ameri- 
can he cannot alter treaties existing between the two countries, 
but he can expatriate himself, if he wishes so to do.” He does 
not appear to have gained much information of a novel nature 
in reply to the inquiries which he propounded to Mr. de Long. 
Seven despatches, commencing as far ack as June 2, 1873, re- 
late to proposed modifications of Japanese hunting regulations 
to govern foreign residents, and sight others are connected in 
different ways with the Japanese expedition to Formosa. In 
the last Mr. Secretary Fish discusses the attitude of Japan to- 
wards China, and instructs Mr. Bingham to exercise vigilance in 
protecting the rights of American citizens, and in maintaining 
the neutrality of the United States in case of war. The lastthree 
published despatches, addressed by Mr. de Long to the Depart- 
mentof State, treat of(1) the entertainment of the Duke of Genoa 
by the Emperor of Japan ; (2) the release of a Japanese, who had 
been arrested for becoming a Christian ; (3) a joint note, addressed 
by the diplomatic corps, to the Japanese Government, and trans- 
mitting a draft code of regulations for the government of 
foreigners travelling or doing business in the interior of Japan. 
Two later despatches from Mr. Bingham on this matter, which 
are not published, were read by Mr. Fish “ with interest and 
general approval,” and “his general views on the subject com- 
mend themselves to the Department, and make it unnecessary to 
Site detailed instructions.” In one of his despatches Mr. Bing- 

am forwards a long abstract of a report by Mr. D. W. Ap 
Jones, “ upon the adaptation of certain districts in Japan to the 
growth of cattle and sheep.” Mr. Bingham expresses an opinion 
that “the material is in Japan to give profitable employment to 
one hundred million people, instead of the twenty-five, or at most 
thirty million, who now reside here, one half of whom are with- 
out remunerative occupation and in poverty ;” and “ notwith- 
standing the published reports to the contrary,” he is “ also fully 
satisfied that the undeveloped mineral resources of Japan, in 
coal, iron, copper, gold, lead, and silver, are very great,” and he 
further thinks that “the opening of the country under proper 
regulations and restrictions would be attended with advantageous 
results to Japan and to the United States.” Two despatches 
passed between Mr. Bingham and Mr. Fish in regard to an 
American citizen, who had transgressed the treaty limits in 
Yesso, and went into the interior without the permission of the 
Japanese authorities. The action of Mr. Consul Hawes, at Hako- 
date, in the matter is substantially approved. One of Mr. Fish’s 
later despatches treats of thecoperative policy of the United States 
in Japan. It was written in consequence of Mr. Bingham’s 
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deeming it his duty to withhold his name from a joint note of 
Sir Harry Parkes and his colleagues to the Japanese Govern- 
ment on a certain matter. Mr. Fish conditionally approves 
Mr. Bingham’s proceeding, but remarks that “ it is not deemed 
wise at present to depart from a policy [sc. of co-operation} 
which has thus far, in the main, proved serviceable.” At the 
conclusion of his communication he further adds that “it is 
deemed especially important that, in all cases of ill-treatment 
of foreigners, or of any restriction, or limitation, or denial 
of the rights guaranteed to them by treaty, or of any in- 
fringement of treaty rights, whether personal or of property, 
the united influence of the foreign representatives in Ja 
should assert the inviolability of the treaties, and the full pro- 
tection of all citizens or subjects of the Treaty Powers,” which 
doctrine is most essential to the well-being of the foreign com- 
munities in a country like Japan. Seven despatches passed 
between the United States’ Legation in Japan and the Depart- 
ment of State at Washington in regard to the Simonoseki in- 
demnity, and in the last of them, which closes the correspond- 
ence, Mr. Fish acknowledges the receipt in full of the amount 
due by the Japanese Government to the United States on that 
account. 

Besides the China and Japan correspondence, properly so 
called, there are three despatches bearing on the coolie traffic. 
In the first Mr. R. G. Wateon, British Chargé d’Affaires at 
Washington, alludes to a conversation he had had on Sept. 3 
1874, with Mr. Fish “ on the subject of the recent suppression of 
the coolie trade at Macao, and the suspicions which, in conse- 
quence of the subsequent increase of the Chinese emigration 
to San Francisco, are entertained lest a portion of this emi- 
gration should surreptitiously be diverted to Peru or Cuba,” 
and at the same time transmits, for that gentleman’s information, 
copies of a despatch and its enclosure on that subject from Sir 
A. E. Kennedy, Governor of Hong Kong, to Lord Carnarvon. 
Sir Arthur regards the matter with grave suspicion, and directs 
attention to the fact that in less than five months 8,802 coolies 
had thus been shipped from Hong Kong to San Francisco. In 
the second of these despatches the U.S. Minister in Peru re- 
ports to Mr. Fish that a committee of seven respectable Chinese 
residents at Lima had asked him to help them to open commu- 
nication with the Government of China, their object being to 
make known “ the true condition and treatment of the coolies in 
Peru,” and thus to “ counteract attempts which have been 
made, and were to be continued, to inculcate the belief in China 
that the coolie trade ought to be encouraged, and to induce the 
Chinese Government to make the diplomatic representative of 
Portugal, near the Government of Peru, the medium of commu- 
nication between the Chinese Government and its subjects in 
Peru.” Lastly, General Sickles, at Madrid, refers to the com- 
mission which had been appointed by the Peking Government 
to visit Cuba, “‘ and investigate the condition and treatment of 
the Chinamen held there in a sort of bondage, represented to be 
even worse than slavery;” and he informs Mr. Fish that the fact. 
of an American being placed on the commission is “ regarded as 
offensive to Spanish dignity, and loud protests have come from 
Cuba against what is called an American intrigue to deprive the 
planters of Chinese labourers by means of an unfavourable re- 
port to be made by the investigating committee.” The Spaniards 
seem to have shown themselves unnecessarily thin-skinned in 
this matter, for the “ American” objected to would seemingly 
be Mr. A. Macpherson, of the Chinese Customs, a most un- 
doubted British subject. 


PAPER MANUFACTURE FROM BAMBOO. 


In a former issue we noticed an invention by which the re- 
fuse of the sugar cane, after the extraction of the juice, can be 
utilised as a material for paper making. We are now able to 
place before our readers the fact of the utilisation of the tender 
shoots of the bamboo for a similar purpose. The rapidity with 
which the bamboo grows in suitable localities and congenial cli- 
mates, and the vast area over which it can be produced in most 
eastern countries, render the announcement of the conversion of 
a hitherto but little regarded vegetable product into a com- 
mercial commodity a matter of considerable importance to such 
countries as Ceylon, Mauritius, Penang, Burmah, Java, &. To 
the paper trade of the world this invention cannot fail to prove 
of the utmost advantage. So great has been the expansion of 
this manufacture during the last dozen years, that notwith- 
standing the utilisation of many materials hitherto unused in 
the composition of paper, it is found that the cost of production 
is steadily augmenting. The advent therefore of a material 
capable of being supplied in unlimited quantities and at alow 
rate of cost cannot fail to mark-a new era in the history of 
paper manufacture. The abolition of the paper duty and of the 
newspaper stamp led to an enormous expansion of trade in all 
waste materials capable of being converted into paper. In ad- 
dition to this there has been a steady increase in the demand for 
all varieties of paper employed in trades and manufactures, unti? 
at feng it became necessary to look about for new materials ac- 
cessible readily and at a low cost. The aloe, the plantain, and 
many barks of trees, as well as soft woods, have been tried, but 
with incomplete success, In 1861 the Sparta grass was intro- 
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dueed to the notice of the British paper makers by Mr 
Thomas Routledge, who found it growing over a vast tract 
of Spanish territory. After repeated experiments and a large 
outlay of capital, this enterprising gentleman took out a patent 
for its utilisation as a paper material, but owing to British pre- 
judice did not finally succeed in establishing it until the out- 

reak of the American war caused serious apprehensions as to 
the future supplies of cotton and cotton waste. The imports of 
Sparta grass from Spain and Algeria amount at the present time 
to 140,000 tons yearly, but, unfortunately, owing to a variety of 
causes, the price of this article has increased from £5 to £10 per 
ton, and inasmuch as not more than 45 per cent. of the raw ma- 
terial is capable of being converted into paper the actual advance 
to the manufacturer has been at the rate of £10 per ton onthe 
Foren utilised. The necessity that exists for obtaining cheap 

eacriptions of paper for low priced journals has induced Mr. 
Routledge to look elsewhere for a raw fibrous material at a low 
cost that might supplant the Spanish grass, and this he appears 
to have fourd in the half-developed shoots of the bamboo, a 
plant which thrives in the poorest soil, demanding nothing better 
than abundance of moisture and heat. 


The manufacture of paper from the bamboo is not an entirely 
new idea ; the Chinese and Japanese have from time immemorial 
roduced a very thin transparent 
00, but necessarily by a process which renders the article value- 
less in a commercial point of view. By working up the shoots 
at an age when they have matured their fibrous develop- 
ment, but before the formation of any woody texture, that 
is, at about the age of six months, Mr. Routledge is enabled 
to deal with the article as readily as with any other pro- 
duct under a process which he has protected by patent. The 
ray thus protected consists in passing the shoots of the 
mboo through heavy crushing rollers in order to split and 
flatten them. The stems thus crushed are then passed through 
a second series of rollers in order to further split them into rib- 
bons, which being cut by a guilloitine knife, are delivered by 
an automatic feeder direct to the boiling pans. As the stems 
contain 60 to 70 per cent. of watery mucilaginous matter much 
of this is expressed by the crushing, while at the same time the 
fibrous mass being partially disintegrated is more readily acted 
upon during its treatment by caustic alkali, which is carried on 
for many hours in a battery of iron vessels, sixteen or twenty 
in number, after which it is thoroughly washed in hot and cold 
water. After these’processes, which effectually remove all muci- 
lagiuous and resinous matters, the bamboo is pressed free from 
water, passed through a devil or teaser, where it is torn into a 
tow-like substance, and finally dried and baled. 


It is estimated that an acre of suitable land in a moist situation 
would produce forty tons of green bamboo per annum, or ten tons 
dry fibrous material;yielding 60 per cent. of paper stock, or six tons 
per acre. This it is believed could be delivered to the paper 
makers at two-thirds the present cost of Sparta stock, leaving a 
very handsome profit to the producer. e need not remind 
readers in the East with what rapidity the young shoots of the 
bamboo grow ; they have been known to make a growth of nine 
inches in a single night. Evenin Fngland the bamboo in the 
glass house at the Duke of Northumberland’s garden at Kew 
has made remarkable progress in afew weeks. How readily the 

rer classes of cultivators in the East could attend to this new 
ranch of industry we need not say, it could be followed in 
localities and on grounds suitable for no other article of com- 
mercial value, and now that an ever-increasing population de- 
mands fresh fields for,its labour, this new paper material ap 
to be precisely that which is wanted. There is no fear of the 
market being overdone with it, provided the producers do not 
become exacting in their demands, for each year sees the wants 
of the paper trade increase for raw material at a low price.

Monetary and Commercial, 


The failure is announced of Messrs. Alex. Collie and Co., of 
London and Manchester, merchants, commission agents, and 
manufacturers. The firm has for some years held a leading po- 
sition in Lancashire, but has made heavy losses on shipments to 
the East, and also, it is understood, on imports from that 
quarter. Messrs. Turquand, Youngs, and Co. are preparing a 
statement of affairs to be submitted to a meeting of creditors as 
soon as practicable. It is estimated the gross liabilities will 
amount to about £3,000,000, a considerable portion of which 
will ultimately 1un off. As to the probable result of the liqui- 
dation, it is at present impossible to form any accurate estimate. 
in commenting upon the failure The Times says :— 

It has caused much surprise, except among those who have had to 
struggle against the continuous losses which have resulted from East 
India shipments of Manchester goods during at least the last four years, 
and who are aware of the large increase of those shipments for the first 
five months of the present year. The increase in that period amounts 
to about sixty-three million yards, or nearly 15 per cent. over the 
total of the corresponding period of last yeur. The firm has enjoyed 
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| good credit and a reputation of being possessed of ample means, but 
an impression has been gaining ground for some little time past that 
the business has been of too speculative a nature. The liquidation of 
the liabilities will depend, as a matter of course, upon the character of 
the firms upon which Messrs. Collie and Co. have n in the habit of 
drawing, for the custom in this trade is for large houses of this class 
to pay cash for what they buy at Manchester every other Friday, and 
to draw upon the firms in London or elsewhere for whose account 
they buy for shipment to the East or otherwise. Mr. George Yule 
was, it appears, in the firm, but in 1870, by effluxion of time, the 
partnership expired, and the business has since been carried on by 
Alexander Collie and William Collie. The position of the East Indian 
and China trade has for some time been bad. Not only have ship- 
ments of goods from this side been made very often at serious loss, 
but the return trade has yielded no compensating profit. The trade 
in silk has for a long time been unsatisfactory, and tea has been over- 
supplied to the markets of Europe. It is said, also, that the trade in 
opium, on which in former years enormous fortunes were made, has 
The Government of India has 


not been paying those engaged in it. 
made a very hear profit, and the Chinese have contrived to get some- 
thing out of it, but the middlemen have not. As an article of ex- 
change it is sometimes shipped at Calcutta at a higher price than is 
ruling in the market of Hong Kong. Losses have, therefore, been 
steady and severe, and, one after another, the older houses have been 
either succumbing or retiring from the trade. This, of course, has af- 
fected Manchester very severely, and the more so that raw materials 
| have been keeping well up in price, while manufacturers’ prices have 
| been falling. There has, no doubt, been much forced business going 
| on as well. Heavy consignments of goods have been sent out in the 

belief that they were sure to sell, and, once there, they have had to be 
thrown on a dull market for what they would fetch. 

In connection with this failure the bills have been returned of 
Messrs. Shand and Co., East India merchants, Rood-lane, Fen- 
church-street. The liabilities are estimated at about £250,000. 
Messrs. Rainbow, Holberton, and Co., of St. Helen’s-place 
Bishopsgate-street, have also suspended their payments. Messrs. 
Turquand, Youngs, and Co., have been instructed to prepare a 


| 


statement of affairs, which will be submitted to a meeting of 
the creditors as soon as possible. The liabilities are reported at 
about £75,000. Messrs. Alexander, Son, and Co., East India 
| merchants, of Great Winchester-street, have been compelled to 
suspend payment. The firm was of long standing, and held in 
good repute. The liabilities are estimated at £300,000. 
| The well-known firm of J. P. Westhead and Co., of Manches- 
| ter, merchants, engaged in the home trade has suspended pay- 
| ment, with liabilities estimated at over £200,000. The cause of 
the stoppage was the use of accommodation bills between Alex- 
ander Ecilie and Co. and Messrs. Westhead and Co., amounting 
to £110,000, which by the failure of the former rank against 
the estate of the latter. Thisis a more serious failure as affect- 
ing Manchester than that of Collie and Co., as the bulk of the 
| losses by the stoppage fell outside Manchester ; but in the case 
| of Westhead and Co. the liabilities fall chiefly upon the manu- 
facturers and agents of Lancashire and Yorkshire. 

Messrs. Young. Borthwick, and Co., bill brokers, of Lombard- 

| street, have stopped payment, with liabilities on bills bearing 
their guarantee of about £2,500,000, including £700,000 to 

| £800,000 on the drafts of Messrs. Collie and Co. The firm was 
established in 1867, and has occupied a respectable position in 
the London discount market. The failure may be considered as 
entirely due to that of Collie and Co., and the liquidation, of 
course, depends upon the extent of the dividend to be paid by 
that house. 

The bills of Messrs. Robert Benson and Co., merchants, have 
been returned. It is understood that their liabilities, which are 
about £750,000, are in some measure due to their connection 
with the Aberdare Iron Works, which recently failed. The 
house was the agent of the Illinois Central and other American 
railway companies. 

The following are other failures arising out of Messrs. 
Collie’s, with the amount of liabilities in each case :—-Messrs. 
John Anderson and Co., of Philpot-lane, estimated liabilities 
£200,000 ; Messrs. Malcolm, Hudson, and Co., Japan mer- 
chants, of Crosby-square, the financial agents of the Japanese 
Government, and agents of two lines of steamers. Their lia- 
bilities are stated to be about £150,000, but nothing is known 
as to the ussets. Messrs. Henry Adamson and Sons, of 75, 
Mark-lane, liabilities not estimated, but understood to be 
small ; Messrs. John Strachan and Co., East India merchants, 
121, Bishopsgate-street, liabilities about £200,000; Mr. J.C. 
Fowlie, of 78, Leadenhall-street, liabilities about £100,000. The 
assets in almost all cases will depend upon the outturn of con- 
signments. 

Very little business has been attempted on the Manchester 
Exchange, the failure of Messrs. A. Collie and Co. and its pos- 
sible etfects engrossing conversation and attention, and the prices 
of yarns and goods have remained untested by much inqu 
On the other hand, sellers refrain from pushing their goods in 
the slightest degree, and are more afraid of a possible glut on 
the market than of temporary stagnation. The general feeling 
on the market is rather one of anxiety than of excitement. 

Advices from Montreal report the failure of Messrs. Henry 
Davis and Co., of Montreal, with liabilities amounting to 
£270,000, of which £140,000 is unsecured. This firm has been 
chiefly engaged in importing woollen goods, so that a large por- 
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tion of their liabilities fall on Leeds, Dewsbury, Huddersfield, 
aad the woollen manufacturers of Germany. The holders of 
the £130,000 secured are chiefly bankers: This is the largest 
failure that has ever taken place in Canada ondry goods. Con- 
sequent on this failure, Messrs. Empey Johnson and Co. have 
suspended, with liabilities of considerable extent in Manchester 
and Yorkshire. Messrs. Henry Davis and Co. are indebted to 
Messrs. Empey Johnson and Co. to the extent of £35,000. 
Messrs. John Armstrong and Co., St. John’s, N.B., are also in- 
Malena Messrs. Henry Davis and Co., and have likewise 
suspended. 


t a meeting of the creditors of Messrs. J. C. im Thurn and 


Co. it was resolved to accept a composition of 5s. in the pound, 


payable in a month, and the liquidation of the estate was left 
in the hands of three trustees, who undertake to realise the 
assets and pay over the proceeds to the creditors. The state- 
ment ‘showed that the unsecured liabilities had finally been 
diminished to £513,806, against which the total estimated 
assets amount to £431,104, including £37,366 cash and about 
£200,000 of bills receivable and book debts considered good. 
The losses of the firm during the last nine years have, it is 
stated, averaged about £46,000 per annum, but the results of 
some years were extremely adverse, the loss of 1873 having 
been £90,000, and of 1874 about £370,000. 

The Oriental Bank Corporation notify that the coupons of 
the Japan Seven per Cent. Loan of 1873, due the Ist July, and 
also the bonds drawn lst April, amounting to £48,000, will be 
payable at their office after the 1st proximo.

During the past week business has again been extremely quiet, 
and the tendency of prices is still downward. .A slight decline 
has occurred in Tea, Coffee, Pepper, and Sago. On the other 
hand, there has been an improvement in Tm. 


TEA. 

The market during the past week has not been affected by the fail- 
ures in connection with the China trade, for with the continuous de- 
cline in value since last January, and the decreasing stocks held by 
importers, there has been a very limited quantity offering. The losses, 
with isolated exceptions, now range from 15 to 18 per cent. on import 
cost for Cungou and Scented, and 20 to 25 per cent. on Green Teas. 
Dealers complain of a scarcity of good and medium quality Congou at 
1s. 8d. to 1s. 5d. per lb., but appear to have pvedcoked the fact that 
these grades have been selling the past month at 11d. to 1s. 2d. per Ib.
